WE, Inhabitants and Volunteers of the City of Belfaftf 
with hearts full of joy, aflemble ourfelves again, in 
order to manifeft the fatisfadlion we received from the 
glorious Succefles obtained by the French Armies over 
the innumerable band of its Enemies, who are alfo tho& 
of the Human Race; and from their total expulfioii 
from the territory of the Republic : an event which has 
removed all obftacles to the eftabliftiment of Civil and 
Religious Liberty amongft the French, and which fe- 
cures Liberty to the neighbouring Nations. We have 
the higheft opinion of the invincible power of Free Men, 
but the event has furpdffed our expeftations. When the 
treachery of the Executive Power, the perfidy of your 
Officers, the undifciplined ftate in which your Army 
was, the combination of fo many enemies, who appeared 
fo formidable, the union of Generals of the firft charac- 
ter, at the head of Troops the moft accuftomed to fervice, 
are confidered, and when fuch great attempts have

Among the Addrefles read in this Sittin|pi that of to 
Sugljih Society eftabliihed at Parist but whofe political 
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eomronnications comprehend rarious points rdatiT^ to* 
iEngland, was particularly noticed. 

The actual fituation of that Empire^ the firft cradle, 
of Liberty in Europe, and the conflant afylum of men 
of merit from perfecution^ at a time when Defpots mad 
Priefts had hardly left them any other ; its weight ia 
what was called the Political Balance, its relation^ of all 
kinds with France, deferve particular attention from 
all enlightened minds* The Englifli People having beeti' 
governed iince the time of the Revolution by men more 
intent upon the prefent than on the future, baive not 
advanced towards Liberty with all that energy which 
is natural to them, and which it (hould feem ottghjt to 
have increafed with their lights. The Engliih Miniftry 
hoped to divert t*he Pcople^s attention in a manner fer* 
yiceable to its views, by taking advantage of the ftagna* 
tion, or rather the ruin of our Commerce, to extend 
that of England* They took the Englifli for a' people 
of merchants only ; but they were miftaken. Since the 
^xploiion of Liberty in France, a hollow fermentation 
has ihewn itfelf in England, and has more than once 
di(coiK;erted all the Minifterial operations. Popular 
Societies have been eftabliflied in the three kingdoms^ 
and a Parliamentary Reform has been talked of juft in 
the fame manner as at the end of the year 1788. We 
(in France) talked of the neceflity of calling together 
the States General. It is well known what a number 
of perfons there are who think rightly, and daily enr 
lighten the People of England, and whofc opinions fur- 
nifti fubjefts for ufeful difputation. This People, who 
at once fear and defire fuch a Revolution as ours, will 
neceflaril) be drawn along by thofe courageous and en* 
IjghtenedPerfons,'who always determine the firft fteps; thg 
9pening of the SiffionofParliamtnt which approachis^ will in^ 
falliHy become the occafion of the Reforms which an the mofi 
urgent : fuch as thofe which regard the National Repre*

us to addrefs you by theft titles ; th^ are the $nly ones that can 
accord with the charaBer of true Ligijlators. Every fuc* 
cejfive epocha in your political regeneration has each added 
fomething to the triumph of Liberty^ and the Gtoxiovt 
vicTQKY of the loth of Augufl has finally prepared the way 
for a Conjlitntion which^ enlightened as you are, we truftwiU 
be efiablijhed on the bajis of Nature and Reafon. 

On confidering by what a n^afs of ippoftures it h^%- 
been attempted to darken the human mind^ you cs^not 
l»e furprifed at the oppofition y6y have met with both 
from Tyrants and from Slaves.

IT wiIIT)e perhaps neceflary to enter into fome details 
on t!ie opinion of Jacob .Dupont. He was conftantly 
jcmplpjed in the bufinefs of Contributions during the 
courfe oF the Legiflative Aflembly. We were both Mem- 
hers of ,the Committee of Finances, and I agreed with 
him. in opinion on this fubje6^« I mufl obferve, that the 
AShrnbly yjH nqver provide for extraordinary necefBties 
by taxes. They amoqnted to 198 milliops of Hvres 
(?,250,oool. fterling) laft month, and 138 millions of 
livres (5»750,oooL fterling) for this. Now, if we im- 
pofe 138 millions of livres (5,750,000!. fterling) that will 
make a capital of 1500 millions of livres (62,500,0001. 
.fterling.) In the time of defpotifm, it never entered into 
the idea of Tyrants to make war with the exifting Taxes 
alone — they borrowed. Here we are incurring great ex- 
pence, to carry on a war which is to give Liberty to Eu- 
rope, and enfure the happinefs of future generations; 

In the ftatement of 1793, you will diftinguifli the or- 
dinary expences, for which you may provide by taxes; 
and the extraordinary expences, for which you will pro- 
vide by alienating capitals. . 

To return to the opinion pf the laft Speaker, we ought 
to regret that the eftablifhment of taxes has not produced 
what the Conftituent Aflembly expected. We have tp 
^yjBgret, that the tax upon Patents has not been perceived ; 
and ftill more to regret, that it has been impofed, becaufe 
it fell upon the people. We have to regret, th^t the Tax 
npon Pcrfonal Property, fo fine for thofe who underftand 
Algebra, but fo difiicult for the Municipal Officers, who 
o/k^QC know how to read, has alfo been eftabliflied. We 
ought therefore to take carci that the expeuces ftiOM\A \i^ 
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as li£^ as poffible^ and to retrench whatever U liot fer t^ 
public fervice. 

Your Committee of Finance^ which does not lofe a mo« 
ment^ which meets every day, has turned an attentive 
eye to the article of Expence. It has refolved yefterda]f 
evening, to propofe to you the fuppreilion of the tasC 
on perfonal property, the tax on patents, and the dimi« 
vution of 4 millions of livres (i66,666L fterling) on the 
Land Tax. Your Committee was well aware, that this 
news would be received with enthufiafm, but at the 
fame time it ought to be OBConomical, and in fuppreiling 
receipt,, it ought alfo to fupiarels a partof expence. We 
have calculated the fuppreffion of thefe impofts— I m^f 
call them iounoraU ^ We muft tell the People, there is an 
enormous expence ; no body would believe it ; one which 
GoftjS ii^ millions of livres (4,166,6661. fterling) to the 
Republic. 

Being occupied with the ftate of the Taxes of X7959 
we ought to propofe diis queftionr-^'^ Whether the reli» 
gious ought not to pay the expence of religion )" This 
expence for 17931 which would coft 100 millions of 
livres (4,.! 66,6661. fterling), cannot be pailed over in 
filence, becaufe the National Treafury cannot pay it. 
Can your Committee, under fuch circumftancesi have 
the impudence to demand the blood of the people for 
fun^ions. which are not public? Your Committee has 
confidered this queftion under every point of view. It 
has alked what the Convention was ? They are Manda- 
taries who ftipulate fos the Society, what the whole So« 
ciety cannot ftipulate for itfelf. They ought not to fix 
allowances to Clergy, fince everyone may dire£i:ly con- 
tribute his quota. Then it faid, let us make the appli- 
cation of true principles, which require that he who 
works fliall be p^d for his labour, but paid by thofe who 
employ him« If this queftion ha been prefented ab« 
ftraAedly to th^ Convfntioiif they dould fay, Thefe 
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Finaneiert only wifti to fupprefs ; but when we fhiill fay 
to the people^ we diminifh to you 124 millions of livrss 
(5«l66y666]« fterling); and you labourers, who pay lOO 
livres (4I. fterling) for the tax on Perfonal Property;

A payment 
of lie millions of livres(4,833,333l. fterling) is therefore 
neceftary* I demand that you will decree this ordinary 
payment^ and that you will hear your Committee of 
Finance when their labours ftiall be con^pleted.

fhreign Affairs^ relative to the Appeal of the Town of 

Frankfort upon the Maine^ theiSth of Nov. 1 792, 

thefirfi Tear of the French Repttblie. 

THE petition of the Town of Frankfort, which you 
have had the attention to addrefs to me, my dear coI« 
league, was by no means necefiary to fix my opinion upon 
the Appeal which her deputies have made to the Na* 
tional Convention-—! have manifefted that opinion clear* 
ly, you know ; and I am well l^Ve2LV!^'\\!lA^VT!^sl^^^ 
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principles which ferve for its bafis, may equally det^^ 
mine the decifron of the AflTembly on fo. important a 
queftion* What has the French nation fo folemnly de« 
dared? That ihe renounced all conquefts; that ihe 
would refpe£l the rights and properties of every people ; 
that {he woiild only fight againft her enemies and ty« 
rants. After the refloration of the Rights of Man, what 
decliration more majeAic, more impofing, or more wor* 
thy of admiration, could proceed from French legifia- 
tors ? And could they violate it, or even render it ftifpi* 
cious to the eyes of the whole earth, fo attentive to our 
motions, and to our mod trifling deliberations? No, I 
cannot fuppofe it. The confcioufnefs of our firength 
ought not to make us forget our fentiments of glory ; 1 
fay more— of juftice. What is the Town of Frank- 
fort? — a free State, but dependent by her pofition, by 
ber political connedlions, and by her own weaknefs. As 
an individual part of the jGermanic Body, fhe could not 
refift the voice of the majority of the Diet, which obliged 
her to contribute her contingent for the war; and if this 
aft, the moft ferious with .which fhe can be reproached, 
can neither be imputed to hoflile difpofitions, nor to fen- 
timents injurious to our Revolution ; of what weight can 
appear to the eyes of a great Nation the pitiful and cap- 
tious accufations raifed againfl that Republic for pretend* 
ed ill offices towards us ? 

It is faid, Ihe has afforded an afylum to the Emigrants ; 
that fhe has fufiered them to raife Recruits ; that ihe has 
furnifhed the Princes with money ; that fhe has permitted 
an Ariflocratical Gazette within her walls ; that fhe has 
difcredited our Afiignats« To all which imputations are 
oppofed, her reiterated prohibitions aga'mfl recruiting; 
her profecutions of the recruiters ; her ref ufal to fell Ar- 
tillery to the French Princes, or to lend them aoo,ooe 
florins on fome diamonds ; her refiftance to the requifi* 
tion o£ the Grand Bailiwick of Ettenheim, to pubiifh an 

otdonuance 
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Ofdonnance agalnft the Mayor and Town Clerk of Straf* 
bourgy out of her refped for an authority conflituted 
and lawfully eftablifhed by the French conftitution : her 
having feized pamphlets in favour of a Counter-revolu« 
tion, and[.of which the liberty of the Fair feemed to au- 
thorise the iale; and would have been a moil plaufible 
pretext for Magiftrates lefs animated with the d.iire of 
removing every thing which might wound the French 
nation; every thing which did not correfpond with the 
fyftem of neutrality ftie had adopted. 

But) add the Reprefentatives of Frankfort, if fome in- 
dividuals have, by their commercial or criminal fpecula- 
tions, been the abettors of thefe wrongs, ought a whole 
city to be accufed and puniihed for it^ which, although 
dbliged to keep on good terms with the Defpots of the 
Empire and of Pruflia, has neverthelefs ever fhewn the 
moft unequivocal difpofition to maintain the moft per- 
{c& neutrality : a neutrality in which fhe intended to 
perfidy whatever might be the refplution of the Diet re- 
fpedlingthe war of the empire ; and who has merited,'by 
her friendly condu^ towards France, the thanks of the 
National Aflembly. 

Faffing from thefe reproaches (of which the People of 
Frank-fort exculpate themfelves in fo peremptory a man- 
ner), to the examination of the conduct held by them on 
the approach of our Armies; it feems to me, that it 
ought to have totally effaced the unfavourable impref- 
fions which circumflances,* ill*underilood, might have 
raifed againft them. They came out of their Town, 
and prefented us, fraternally, the fymbol of Peace and 
Friendfhip, and every hofpitable afliftance.— No warlike 
preparation announced on their part, either the defign to 
refifl us, or to protedl our enemies ;— they were in that 
ftate of neutrality which bec9me$ a Free Town, who may 
be occupied or influenced by, but who will not herfelf 
Hft any influence refpe&ing thofe {olLtLcai dik&Q9Ksc&>eDL 
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which her fentiments do not induce her to participates 
Let us then compare this condudl of the Town of Frank- 
fort with that of the different Towns which our Armies 
haye occupied, or conquered, and let us fee» if amongft 
them, Frankfort is not the moft worthy our rqprd.— 
Geneva, for inftance, who, without being attacked* or 
menaced, in fpite of our ties of friendihip, and our J9* 
iterated afTurances to refpe£l them and her Independence^' 
thinks proper to afliime the infulting attitude of Defepice; 
introduces Foreign Troops within her walls, and per* 
fidioufly demands the affiflance of the CantonSy with 
whom ihe compromifes our connecSlion and our dignity. 
She is negociated and treated with — ^We forget that ibe 
has been unmindful of our good faith ; that flie has pro« 
Toked our indignation— -Have we put her under Military 
Contribution? — No» Have her Deputies haftened to 
the bofom of the National Convention, fuUy confident 
of its Juftice and its Wifdom ?— No : they^^have remained 
within their Walls at the head of a fadlion which che- 
rifhes our Enemies; they have favoured and proteded 
the flight of a General fufpe£led, attainted by a Decree 
of Accufation : We will fliow ourfelves magnanimous--* 
we have" openly fworn it : let us begin then by being 
equitable; let us conquer hearts by love, by our virtue^ 
by the fublimity of our principles. Let us only puniih 
our Enemies by enlightening them, by infpiring them 
with ientimeuts of Independence, of Liberty and of 
Equality.

Art. III. AU the Agents and Officers of the 
fonner Government, Military or ..Civil, as well las the 
Individuals lately reputed Noble, and the Members 
of . any Corporation lately privil^ed, fhall, for the 
firft Eledlion only, be inadmiffible to any Place in the 
Provifional Adminiftratidn or judicial Power. 

Art. IV. The Generals Ihall forthwith place un- 
der the proteQion and fafegaard of the French Repub- 
lic, all property, moveable or immoveable,, belonging to 
the Treafury, to the Prince, to his. voluntary Abet- 
tors, Adherents, or- Attendants ; to the Bodies and 
Communities, both Civil and Religious : they fliall 
caufe to be drawn up, without delay, an exaft ftate 
thereof, which they fhall tranfmit to the Executive 
Council ; and they fliall take every ineafure in their 
power to caufe fuch property to be refpedled. . 

Art. V. The Provifional Adminiftration, appoint- - 
ed by the People, fliall be charged with the infpeftion 
and management of all things put under the fafeguard 
arid • proteQion of the French Repubhc ; tbey fliall : 
capfe the Laws, in force to be executed, which re- 
late to the determination of Civil and Criminal Suits, 
to the Police, and Public Safety ; the^ .fliall be chai^ged 
with the Regulation- and Payment of the local 
pencesy and fuch as fliall be neceflary for the com.-. 
mon Defence ; they fliall efiablifli Contributions, pro* 
vided always that they be not levied on the indigent 
and laborious ciafs of the People* 
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Art. VI.' As loon as the l^rovifional Adminiftra- 
tion fhall be organized, the National Convention ftiall 
name Commiffaries from their own Body, to enter in- 
to fraternity with them. 

Art. VII. The Executive Council fhall alfo name 
-National Comtnifiaries, who fliall afterwards repair thi- 
ther, for the purpofe of concerting with the Provifional 
Adminiftration named by the People, upon the mea- 
fures to be taken for the common Defence, and upon 
the means to be employed for procuring the Clothing 
and Subfiftenie neceflary for the Armies of the Re- 
public, and to difcharge the Expences which they have 
incurred, or fhall incur, while they remain upon their 
Territories. V ' * 

Art, VlII, The Commiflaries named by the Pro- 
vifional Executive Power, fhail tranfmit to them, every 
fifteen days, an account of their proceedings, together 
with their obfervations fubjoined : The Executive 
Council fhall approve .or r.ejeft them, and afterwards 
communicate the fame to the Convention. 

Art. IX. The Provifi9nal Adminiflration named

by the People, and the FunAions of the National Com- 
mifTaries fliall ceafe, as foon as the Inhabitants, after 
having declared the Sovereignty, Liberty, and Independ- 
ence of the People^ fhalL have organized a free an4 
popular Form of Government. 

Art. X. The French Republic fhall deliver to 
the Government which fhall be eftablifhed, an account 
of the expences which the former fhall have incurred 
in the comoion defence, and of the fums which it 
may have received. The French Republic fhall make 
Arrangements for what may remain due; an(;i, in 
cafe the common intereft fhpuld then require the fur- 
ther continuance of the Troops of the Republic on 
the Foreign Territory, the Republic fliall make the

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Art. XI* Tlie French Nation declare, Thai it 
will treat as Emmies^ the People^ whtj re/uftng or re- 
nouncing Liberty and Equality^ are deftrous of frefisrving 
their Prince and privileged Cajis^ or of entering into an 
accommodation with them. The Nation promifes and 
engages not to lay down its Arms, until the Sove* 
rcignty and I/ibet:ty of the People, on whofe Territofj 
the French Annies fliall have entered, fliall be efta- 
hlifhed; and not to^confent to any Arrangement or 
IVeaty With the Princes and privileged Perfons fo dil- 
poilefled, with whom the Republic, is at War.

'< OUR enemi^5 attempt in vatti to mifreprefent to a!l 
Eur^e the motives which have impelled the French Re- 
public to wage war out of its own territory. Their 
calumny is as manifeft as*our^on'du<5l. ft is evident 
that we are not adluated by the turbulent ambit}ofi of 
conquefts : we do not wi(h cfitHcr to gov'erd or fiibjugate 
any nation; and we refpeA mone than ever the inde- 
jpendence of all nations. It is not even (as -they have 
taken cart to fpcead abroad), it is iK)t the intemperate 
pafBon of propagating beyond our own litpits our laws 
and our principles, which precipitates our armies into the 
furrounding countries : the blindnefs of an enthufiaftic 
feftarifm, a vain fury of making profelytes, does not 
guide and aduate a whole nation; a nation to which 
human reafon owes its moft rapid progrefs, and which 
Audder» at every fanaticifm, even that of philofopby. 

No» the uniterfe and pofterity will acknowledge that 
Ifae onjaft ^anfrfaicb leagued defpots have aggrei&vely 
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.waged againft Fhmce, is the fole origin of the legitimate 
And facred war we purfue againft them^ with the folc 
.view of fixing our independenji^j and preventing new 
aggreffions. 

Had thefe defpiots refpeded the National Sovereignty ; 
liad they not aflembled their armies to invade our fret 
territory, and as is proved by their ferocious manifefloest 
to reduce it to the vileft of flaveries, who. could then 
have doubtf^d that the French Republic, content with 
having confolidated her hberty, would have committed 
jthe progrefs of the truth around her, to time, to the 
•eiEcacy of her example, to the advancement of huraaa 
knowledge, and to the iconftantly increafing depravity^ 
and intolerable tyranny of abfolute government* 

But from the moment the French were driven to repel 
violence by force, it was no longer enough for them to 
fubdue and difperfe their enen^ies in the countries the 
pofleffion of which they held ; it was alfo neceflary for 
them to invite the inhabitants of thefe countries 
to ' become free as themfelves, to give tlYemfelves, 
as legitimate Sovereigns, a free government ;jazui lafUy 
to eiFe<£^ their regeneration by an univerfal chaiige con- 
formable to the principles of Liberty and Equality* 
The French would otherwife have been. obliged to treat 
•them as real enemies, as voluntary fatellites, as the ac«- 
complices of tyrants. 

The greater part of the Nations whofe territory our 
U^rmies now occupy, had befides for a long time de* 
manded their deliverance, had demanded it .of Heavea 
and the French Republic. They have been heard — and 
4t is now time that this their deliverance fhould be con* 
iblidated. In what way is this to be effedled ? by a true 
{^evolution : and to whom does it belong to facilitate and 
accelerate this confummation in favour of thefe Nations^ 
linlefs it be the French Republic i 
. • This is the principal obje^ oJ xUtDect'^ tw8k^ Vi "^^ 
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Conrention on the 15th of DeeemW lall» 
The tkoioB of the difpofitioits prefcribed by this lai^, 
lia» been guided by.Tiews equally important and ji»^ 
jicious. 

Unlwippy will that Nation be which, whitft it fliall 
4rive to liberate itfelf, (h«ill not at the fame inftant break 
all Its chains ! All rights fpring from one ami th« fame 
Hock; ami he who feizea the branches only, poflefles 
merely a precarious enjoyment 0^ the fruit, ami is not 
cfie^ivety reftorod to the property of his natural do- 
main. In a word, to the end that a political Revolution 
may be falutary and durable, it muft be rapid and com- 
plete ; it i» nece0ary that it (hall at one and the fame 
time operate every thing both on men and things. 

Who, more than ourfclvcs, has felt this truth ? Why 
have we too often been obliged to have recourfe to the 
Tfolent and perilous remedy of infurredlion? Why has 
liberty not been able to fix her refidence among us, 
,witho«t being ftained with blood, and furrounded by 
Jifcords> :Wby had the Tyrants of Europe the time 
and audacity to confpire and arm again ft our Free Na- 
tion? Why have our credit, our commerce, and our 
profperity received fuch deep wounds ? 

It is becaufe our timid and gradual Revolution left to 
levera) Tyrannies certain points of fupport, which fuf- 
tained them in the general convulfion. It is becaufe 
vforping authorities, by which it had for a long time 
been oppreflcd, fubfifted befide the National Sovereignty^ 
It is becaufe our imprudent confidence wifhed to convert 
the ancient fervants of Defpotifm, into the labourers of 
growing Liberty, It is, laftly, becaufe, by fatal for^ 
bearances and conciliations, we allowed to be brought 
into doubt the reality of the National Will, and the 
eziftence of the Nation itfelf. 

Thus then, notwithftanding the art of Organizing 
Bockfijes b^ Aill in Its infancy, tbi art of organizing Re'^ 

voUtiisiii 
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tf^uiiont is Jtt kafi nun adva^Kid. We ought to retum 
thanks for it to that vaft experienoe we have juft made 
at our own perii^ for the profit of the Humati race ! 

This IS an acknowledged fa^ Every revolution re^ 
quires a provifional power which orders its difirgamxltig 
smvements^ which in a manner brings about tb$ nuth§diad 
dfmoliiioH of all the parts tf the ancieut foetal tonfiitMihn^ 
which, replacing in a moment the authorities ov^umed^ 
prevents an hideous anarchy from feizing on the time 
which muft elapfe iietween political deIlru£Uoa and pofi« 
tical re-con ilrui^ion. 

Such (hould be the revelutlonary power^ 

To whom can it beUng unlefs te ths French^ in the conn* 
tries into which the purfuit of their enemies has carried 
their arms ? Can they with fecurity ailew it to bi CMircifed kg 
others ? 

The French Republic hat therefore felt It a duty ta 
charge berfelf with this fort oitutorjhip of the nations fliA 
gives to liberty; a temporary tutorfhip, the term of which 
the National Convention itf/f has pofitively fixed. 

The law of the 15th of December has ia fome maa->- 
ner inftituted this power; it traces its regulations, and 
eftablilhes its procedures. Such is Its benevolent intea* 
tion, fuch is its principal aim. 

It has, however, a fecondary objeft, which It is alfo ne- 
celTary to point out. 

The war we have undertaken Inter ejts all nations^ Had 
they not even need of liberty, they would have need of 
peace. Now peace cannot be brought about unlefs by thefe tw§ 
cafes: Either by our full' and entire dejir unions \r\ which 
cafe the war may continue a long time , or by our fuc- 
ceflive victories or meafures, which may for ever difarm 
and overthrow defpots. What has recently happened 
announces that the termination of this fcourge may be 
accelerated in the latter way. 

jLet the nations ia queftion therefore oaake q\x^ ^«^* 
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moA eaure with the French Republic^ if they wifli UP 
bring about a fpeedy reftoration of peace. Let thent 
unite themfelves to our efforts ; let them a£ft us witb 
their means. They partake of our riiks ; they fhall par-» 
take of our advantages. Let them ihare in our facrifices |- 
let them at leaft enter on/cmi cempenfati§n of the ruinous 
iuhwiiagii we haw madtfor tbepreciius and univtrjal in* 
itr$ft oftbi liberty of mankinds 

Thus does the decree of the 15th of December efta- 
blifli the bafis of this- commonalty of inter eft Sy oifuccoursf 
and indemnities^ between the French Republic^ and ther 
nations freed by her arms. 

Such is the fpirit, fuch are the elementary principles of 
the law, and on thefe principles the National Commi£«» 
fioners are to dired its execution.

ift. That the grierances of the Britifii Cabinet againft 
Fnmce are entirely nnfoonded. 

adly. That the Frendi Repnblic has, on the con- 
trary, wel!-fonnded complaints to make againft the Court 
of St. James*s. 

^dly. That after having eidiaofted all the means tend* 
ing to preierve peace with the Englifli nation, theintereft 
and dignity of the Frendi Republic require you to de- 
cree the raoft rigorous me^^fores, to repd the aggreffion 
of the Cabinet of St# James's* 

It is expedient that the Englifli nation, which is 
merely led aftray by her government^ fliould be fpeedily 
difabufed. From'a reiped for the fraternity whUb tmites 
us^ it becomes us to paint frankly to that nation the 
manoeuvres of her government ; and if we fliould be 
driven to treat her as at| enemy, it is neeeflary that each 
Frenchman fliall be fuliy convinced, that in combating 
this nation he a£ts in conformity te juilice* The im* 
rirei&oni^ excited in England by pur reYolution> were not 
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the fame to the nation, the Parliament, and the Court, 
The nation at the time teftified joy, the Parliament 
uneafinefs, and the Court terror. The welNmanifefled' 
opinion of the Engliih nation obliged the miniflry tQ 
maintain filence, and their intereft engaged them u $ih 
ferve an exa^f neutrality^ in the war which has arifpn be? 
tween France| Auftria, and Pruffia. In doing thTs they 
found a double advantage; the nation was enriched by 
thefe confli6tS| of which fhe was merely a fpedator, an4 
the prefent min^fli'y were more firmly eilablifhed by 
the profperity of commerce^ and the inability of x\^% 
peace. It wafr in obedience to this double intefeft that 
the Cabinet, of St. James's repeatedly exprefled it^ in- 
tention to pbferve fcrupuloufly a neutrality towardf 
France; and this neutrality wa^ in reality pbleryed 
until the immortal day ofthi loth af Angujln 

The fufpenfion of the king of the French fuddenly 
changed the apparent difpofltions of the Court cf 
England, whofe ambaflador was recalled on the 17th ^f 
Auguflj under the futile pretext th^t his credientials wef|5 
fimply to repair to the king of thiB French; as if it would 
not have been eafy to tranfmit new letters of credit* 
The Minifter Dundas added, that this recal was con- 
formable to the principles of the neutfality pf the Cou|:t 
of England, as if there had been any relation between mu^- 
trality in the War^ thi event of the 10th of Augujl^ and thi 
recal of Lord Gower ! Henry Dundas alfo protefted that 
it was the firm refolution of the Cabinet of St. James's, 
not to interfere with the government of France, and 
fiotwithftanding, recals an ambafladof under pretext of 
the revolution of the joth of Auguft. Was not this ai^ 
evident interference in the internal government of 
France^ fince it announced a difapprobation cf the ope- 
rations of that government? Had the Englifh Cahinet 
maintained any . refpedl for the independence of the 
people^ an ambaflador ought at lead to have been fent 

back 
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Iback after the Opening of the NatioBal Convention ; 
fince from the moment all the departments had named 
deputies to this Convention^ it was evident that by this 
conduct they gave a formal approbation to the operations 
pf the Legillative Aflembly^ and confequently to the 
king's fufpenfion. Was the refufal of the Cabinet of St, 
James's founded on the abolition of Royalty, prp- 
nounced by this Convention at the very opening of its 
fittings ? The .National Convention, being invefted with 
unlimited powers^ was .able to aboliih, Royalty, and to 
fubftitute in its ftead the Rejpubiican Government. Tbe 
Cabinet of St. James's could not refijfe to jcotT^fpoild, 
with the . new Execjatiy^ Power of France, withdut 
violating the principle of the. independence of nations nt 
had itfelf proclaimed, Without declaring that it intiended 
to. interfere with the inter»al government of Efcance. 

.11,. They, the Englifh minifters, forefaw^ I fay, that 
thi$,R,ep\|blic would be confolidated, s^nd. carjy the torqli 
of revolutions throughout all Eyrope* 

2. .In the courfe pf the months of/.Oftober and No- 
vcmbcr.an acnicab|e;n«gociation was efebjiflxed; and 
the Englifh miniftry did not at that time evf3n complain 
of the opening of the Soheldt, hec2i\iictbe Engiijb \N/ifionp- 
then enraptured at the fuccciTes pf the French, faw ^ 
thist op^njing nothing more than an hpo^ige. rendered ^ 
principles* 

3* The Englifh miniftry.corDpIained of the Decree of 
. t^e i9th of Noven^ber, which appeared to them calculate 
to. excite all nations to revolt, and which feemed tjo 
^prpmife an efficacious fuccour to the firft difconteift 
which ftioqld difplay itfelf in England. The E^ecutivje 
Council, in reply, gave to this decree an explanatioa 
tfxa£tly. conformable to what was wifhed ; and this is a 
circumftance well W^{|hj of remark* The Engli^i 
miniftry had ^inted out to one of tV« a^txa^ oll'^x^sx^ 
in LoadoRp the terms in whicVv the \uUT?\^tiXV>^ oi^^5^\% 
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dechree ought to be known, to fatisfy fuITy the Cabi' 
net of St James's and the Parliament; and notwithr 
ilanding this agent had not yet been able to tranfmit 
this explanation to the Executive Council, he had 
been anticipated by the note of the minifter of 
Foreign Affairs^ which applied to the whole of it> 
contents. 

The Britifh miniftry alfo complained of the emiflariet 
of the propagande^ of the fecret apoftles fent into England^ 
' as they faid> by the Executive Council, there tBpnacbup 
Tivolu The minifter of Foreign Affairs publicly re- 
futed in this Afiembly thefe imputations, injurious to 
the minifter of a free people, and obferved with reafon 
that it wouli be unthrifty Co lavifli the treafures of the 
ftate, for the purpofe of bringing about events which, 
fhould they happen, would be the work of rea{bn. The 
Engliih miniftry themfelves had befides agreed that this 
propagandt^ and thefe infurredions*, were not much to 
be dreaded in England* 

4. Lord Grenville began to acknowledge the govern- 
ment of France, which he had at firft entitled thc^ 
government of Paris. 

5. Lord Grenville attefted to your ambaftador that 
the king of England would never be deterred by forms, 
when declarations fatisfadlory and profitable to both 
parties were to be obtained. 

6. Pitt, on bis fide, at the commencement of Decern^ 
ber, fimply teftified a defire to fhun war, and to ob- 

•tahi teftimonres to that effedl from the French miniftry r 
he regretted that the interruption of the correfpondenc^ 
•between the two Cabinets was produftive of mifunder* 
'ftandings. 

7. A rapid^and numerous coalition was made of all the 
creatures of the Court, placemen, nobility^ prieftsy rich 

' proprietors f andpoffiffors of large capitals^ men who live fey 
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8. In the breads of almoft all the Englifh the moft 
Tiolent hatred fucceeded to the veneration with which they 
bad been injpired by the laji revolution of France. 

9. At this word, the confthution is in danger, the 
' placeman trembled for his falarj, the nobleman for hit titles^ 

the prieft for his fuperftition, the proprietor for his land^ 
and the workman for his bread. 

10. The public mind was agitated at the time of the 
opening of the Parliament, where the mo/l fcandalous id^^ 
latry for royalty was difplayed. There, under the veil of a 
regard for the conftitutiort, an ariftocratic hyp6crify was^ 
mauifcfted. There» the extravagance of knight-errantry 
performed the tomedy, a poignard in the hand. There a 
part of the members of oppofition, of thofe members who, 
in their coalition with Fox, had obliterated the recollec- 
tion of their dependancc, did not blufh to proftitute them« 
felves to a corrupted minifter, and to feek a difguife of 
their defertion in a futile diftindlion of words. There, 
the men, who at the commencement had dared to elevate 
their voices in favour of liberty and France, now hur- 
ried away by the torrent, offered up incenfe to the iddl 
of the day, to that idol which they fecretly trod beneath 
their feet* In the midft, however, of the terror, of the 

'panic by which the public mind had almoft univetfally 
been feized. Fox muft be praifed for having dared to urge 
the fending of an ambaflador to France ; Shipridan muft 
be praifed for having exculpated the natioa' from thofe 
'^affacres Which are merely the work of a few" unprin- 
cipled men J and Erfkine muft be praifed for having 
"4ared to defend Thomas Payne, whofe effigy was burned 
^ little time after his works had been covered with in- 
cenfe. Notwithftanding the courage of thefe defenderg 
•f liberty; notwithftanding the ridicule excited by that 
great confplracy, which is every where ftill fought aftei:, 
but is no where to be found ; l\otN^a\^&^\\^v^^^5«fcA!^&^ 
hood of the Miniftry, who> to c^\tS\ x\v^ ^xi^i^x^ xsx^^^^^^ 
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promifed a reform, and who, obferving tlie enthuGttffii^ 
thought they could break their promife with impunity^ 
the triumph of the Miniftry, I do not fay over the revo- 
iutioniftsy but over the Englifii nation which they have 
killed with their own hands, this triumph, has been ren- 
dered complete. 

io» Matters being thus circumftanced, your Minifter 
of Foreign Affairs felt it his duty to communicate to you^ 
on the 20th of December, the ftate of his negociations 
with the Britifh Cabinet ; and on the 27th of the fao^e 
month, the Executive Council tranfmitted to the £ng« 
liih government, through your ambaflador* a note, in 
which all the accufations made againft it (the Council) 
are vigoroufly repelled ; and in which it complains of 
the hoftile preparations of the Court of £ngland> and aii'f 
flounces its firm refolution, both to open the eyes of the 
people of England by an appeal it was about to make to 
them, and to take all the neceflary fteps to repel the ag- 
grei&pn. It becomes us to ftate it here, becaufe it js 
doing homage to the Genius of Liberty which infpires 
the French, that in comparing the conduct of the Execu* 
tive Council with that of the Cabinet of St. James's, w^ 
difcover the fuperiority of the free man, that is to fay, of 
the man who is at once loyal, frank, and juft, over tie 
agent $f defpotifniy whofe conceptions are invariably con- 
firained and equivocal, becaufe his intentions are never 
pure. Thus will the beft juftification of the Republic 
confill in the publication of the correfpondence of thft 
two cabinets. 

You have heard the reply of Lord Grenville to the 
liote of Chauvelin I have juft mentioned to you. Chi* 
canery in the title, perplexities in the explanations, infin* 
cefity in the eternal raking up of grievances ten times 
pulverized, this is all that can be found in it. After 
liaving gone through the condud): of the Court of St. 
lsune$% it becomes u$ to examine the iftouve^ ou ^\\\c\i 
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tfichoftile preparations of that Court are founded : it bc- 
condes us to expofe our own grievances. 

The opening of the Scheldt is the firft grievance of tho 
pr^glifb Cabinelf. In reftoring liberty to the United 
Provinces, did it become the French nation to allow the 
exiftence oithejlavery of one of the fineft rivers by which 
they are watered? If the French Republic^ in reftoring the 
liberty of the Scheldt to the Aritwerpefs, breaks treaties 
fconcluded on between tyrants, (he revenges the principle 
of property, and her conduft is at once juft and magna* 
liimfousi fince her intereft has here no concern. To ac- 
cufe her, as Lord Grenville has done, of afpiring to ren- 
der herfelf the vbitrefs of all nations, and the reformer 
of all treaties, is to generalize falfely : 'tis cafting a bafe 
pfperAon on an honourable a£lion. 

Far from the French Republic is fuch an intention ! 
*She reftores liberty to the fubjedls of her ^jenemies, when 
kings in a fimilar cafe conquer them either to enflave or 
fell them. Does not the Cabinet of St. James's, which re«^ 
proaches France with rendering herfelf the arbiter of the 
deftinies of nations, does not this Cabinet itfelf undertake 
fuch a part, when it aims at forcing Holland to remain 
in flavery ? when it endeavours to. oblige us to refpeS 
thefe chains ? Oh ! what a difference in our principles 1 
if we have entered Belgia, it has been in the name of L- 
|)erty, and not to eftablifh our dominion there ; not ta 
fubjugate the commerce, not to diredk the government ; 
— whilft the Englifh merely preferve Holland under the 
Stadtholderian yoke, becaufe they keep the StadthoWcr 
bimfelf in a ftate of vaffalage. 

1 1« Every guarantee of conftitutions is a real at- 
tempt on the right and independence of Nations. Who 
does not know that this guarantee has merely tended to 
cover the moiJr monftrous of defpotifms, that which it 
exercifed not fimply to the advantage of feme of the 
^Inhabitants, but to tbte profit of a jfirrisn dcj^ot T "SRW 
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does not know that the Stadtholder has certainly fncri* 
ficed his country to the Englifh cabinet ? That he fa- 
crific^d it in the war of American independence, by 
fuffering the Englifh, in defiance of the treaties of 1664^ 
to (eize with impunity vefiels laden with naval ftores ? 
That he facrificed it by denying himfeif to the armed 
neutrality; by fuffering the marine of Holland to fall into 
an alarming ftate of decay.; by permitting the veflels of 
Holland to quit their ports^ merely to fall a prey to the 
Engliih; and, in a word, by proilitutingto the latter the 
fleets, the money, and the honour of the United Pro^. 
vinces } Such is the price of the friendfhip of the Eng- 
]\{h Cabinet to Holland, a non-entity in her marine, a • 
ndfi-entity in her commerce, and wbofe defpotifm is 
complete ! 

In the mean time it well becomes the Englifh Cabinet 
to fpeak of juftice and refpeft for treaties! It well be- 
comes this Cabinet, which declared war againft Holland 
becaufe a. few merchants had been defirous of eftablifh- 
ing a commercial intercourfe with the Americans, to 
reproach the French Republic with fetting itfelf up as an 
arbiter of the deilin ies of Nations ! It weU becomes this 
Cabinet to exprefs its. attachment to its allies, when this 
attachment is merely a cover for galling chains prepared 
for thefe allies. No, the Republic ought not to conceal 
hir horror /or this violation of every principle. The treaty^ 
which places Holland under the yoke of the Stadtholder^ 
and of the Englifh and PrujQian Cabinets, is a treaty void 
in its nature^ which the people of Holland alone have^ hoW'^ 
every the right to break : and on this account the French 
Rtpublic has no title to infringe on it» The aggrejfion of the 
Stadtholder towards France, or the infurriBion againft . 
him of the majority of the Dutch, thefe are the only cafes 
in which France would feel it her duty, would conceive 
it juft to carry her arms into the United Provinces^

It waits till our 
9ffignats ihall be ftill more depreciated, till our credit 
ihall be exhaufted, till anarchy fhall divide us> till the 
French nation, wearied of war, and apprehenfive of 
taxes, ihall offer itfel fas an eafy prey to the defpoilerr 
Well, we roufl undeceive the Englifh Cabinet, as we 
have convinced of their error Leopold and Frederic Wil- 
liasi^ Either we muft oblige the Engliih to give us a 
precife explanation which may tranquillize us for ever, 
or muft draw the fword againft them : and confide thus^ 
far in the Genius of Liberty, that the French failors will 
not yield to the conquerors of Brabant, and that the fea 
atfo will have its Jenape. 

Here it is neceilary to draw afide the veil which con- 
ceals that impofing Coloftus, England. It is here expe* 
dient to prove that you will begin this maritime war 
with as many:, nay with more advantages than the Ca* 
binet of St. James's.

Report of the Mintfter for Foreign Affairs^ in tbi 
National Convent ion^ Tuefday, December ii, 1792* 

Minister of Foreign Affairs — The Britifli 
Parliament, which had been prorogued till the month 
of January, has ju ft been unexpe<£^edl) aflembled, and 
commenced its Sittings on the 13th inftant. This ex- 
traordinary meafure muft naturally awaken the attention 
of this government on its caufes and confequences ; and 
it becomes my duty to apprize the Convention of what- 
ever fads I have hQ§ia able to come att 

Shortly 
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Shortly after the immortal loth of Auguft, and the 
change which was then introduced into the form of our 
government, the Englifh minlfler was pleafed to put a 
flop to every official communication with us, and to 
recall the arabaflador ftationed at our Court, either be- 
caufe be was perfuaded that the term of Counter-Revo« 
lution and of our flavery was near at hand, or merely 
becaufe, as was obferved by the celebrated orator of the 
oppodtion in the firft fitting of the Britiih Senatey he 
thought it indecent and unworthy of His Royal Britannic 
Majefty to have a reprefentative near an Executive 
Council, the members of which had not been anointed 
by the holy oil at the high altar of Rheims. Be this as 
it may, the Executive Provifional Council has not 
deemed it neceilary to adopt the fame plan ; on the other 
hand, it has continued to maintain in London a minider 
of the French Republic, and has exprefsly charged that 
minifter to omit no opportunity of a^Turing the Br;« 
tifh Nation, that ^otwithftanding the unfavoura** 
ble difpoiition of its Government towards France, the 
French Nation defires nothing more ardeptly than to 
merit its efteem, and to preferve the good harmony and 
friendfhip which fhould always fubfiil between two 
generous and free nations. 

The National Convention has received, on different 
occafions, the clearefl proofs of the reciprocal regard, 
and of the fincere interefl that the Englifh have in the 
fuccefs of our arms, and in the triumph of French 
Liberty. But thefe glorious events have a quite con- 
trary tSeSt upon the Englifh minifler. In a moment, 
the dread and jealoufy of our vi6lories, the entreaties ot 
cowardly rebels, the vile intrigues of hoflile courts, and 
the fccrct fufpicions that the numerous addrefTes from all 
parts of England excited, determined him to more de* 
cifive military preparations, and to an immediate af!em«* 
bling of Parliament. 
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The National Aflembly will fee that the fpeeches Sub- 
joined, having for their often fible and principal intention 
to oppofe the popular fermentation that has for fome time 
prevailed in England^ are alfo, to a certain degree, di- 
redled againft France, which clearly indicate many 
imputations which cannot be mifunderftood, though 
cxpreffed in general terms. When the moment arrives 
of anfwcring thefeaccufations, the French Government 
will find no difficulty to jufiify itfelf fully. It will ap? 
jieal to the fenfe of all Europe, and to the teftimony of 
Mr, Pitt hirofelf— it will then appear that he ought to be 
accufed of having excited, by the moil corrupt meansj 
^iftrufts, d&ubts, and diforders 

Certainly, if the agents themfolves, whom we maintain 
in London, and whofe authority is not acknowledged 
there, could have been legally fufpe£led of thofe ma- 
noeuvres which belong to imbecility only ; if their con- 
tla£l had not been at the fame time loyal and circumfped, 
can it be believed, that the members of the Englifli mi- 
niftry wduld have requefted to fee them confidentially, 
to hold communications with them, and to grant them 
fecret conferences ? I fhall lay before any Committees 
the National Convention fliall Le pleafed to point out, 
the exaft details of thefe conferences ; the complaints, 
the objedtions, the replies, as well as the oflFers and pro- 
pofals, which have been reciprocally made, 1- fliall alfo 
flate the inftru6lions which have been given to our agents 
under thefe delicate circumftances; and laftly, the ftatc 
of the armaments which have been ordered. 

But thefe Armaments ought not yet to alarm us, finc6 
they are only four fhips of the line more than in former 
years; of the fixteen fliips that are ordered, ten are 
guard fliips, the oldeft and worft Ihips in the Englifli 
Navy ; and the King has declared, that this Armament 
will not occafion any extraordinary tax, and that the 
iums applied to the Sinking Fund of the National Debt 

will 
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wljl be fdfficicnt for the purpofe. It follows, however, that 
the pretexts of this arcnament are the three following : 
ift. The opening of the Scheldt : 
ad. Your Decree of the igth of November: 
3d, Your fuppofed defigns againft Holland. 
To the firft of thefe points, a reply has been made by 
arguments founded on the right of nature, on the right 
of map, and on all the principles of Juftice and Liberty 
confecrated by the French Nation, and the full and en- 
tire enjoyment of which that nation could not refufe to 
the Belgians. It has been replied, that treaties fnatched 
:by cupidity, and confented to by defpotifm, could not 
bind the free arid liberated Belgians. A reply has been 
given by thefilence England \tk\f ^xckryeA in 1785, when 
*the fame queftjon was boftilely agitated by Joseph the 
Second. 

To the fecond complaint, a reply was made by a frank 
«xpofalof the true interefts by which the National Con- 
veittion was impellec^, when it framed this benevolent 
decree. There are two diflinft cafes to which this 
Decree can and ought to be applied, either with refpefl 
to the nations under the doniinion of powers with which 
we are at war, or with relation to the countries governed 
by powers abfolutely neutral; and here there can he no 
difficulty. In the firft cafe, the Decree will finds its 
direft application, and that in the moft extenfive lati- 
Tude, without giving umbrage to any Foreign Power* 
By the fecond hypothefis,'it is clear, that the intention 
4>f the National Convention has never been to engage it- 
felf in making thf caufe of a few Foreign Individuals the 
caufe of the whole French Nation. But when a nation 
kept In fubjedlion by a Defpot, fhall have had the cou- 
rage to break its chains; when this nation, reftored to 
Liberty, fhall fo have conftituted itfelf a^ clearly to eX'* 
prefs its general wifh ; when this general wiih fliall calt 
fortlxe affiftance and fraternity of the French Nation; 

it 
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it is then that the Decree of the 19th of November will 
find a natural application ; and we doubt whether any 
one can exprefs a furprife at it. It is then that wefliall 
beftow on a Nation newly freed, a prop, which we our- 
felves would, under fimilar circumftauces, have deiired, 
and which probably we fliould have hoped to find from 
another Free Nation. To this general reply has been 
added an obfervation, wbich has more efpecially related 
to the reproach made to us >\ ith refped to Holland: it is 
to this efFeifl— <^ That it was fLUcb to bt wijbedy that the 
Britijb Miujlry had never nuddUd more with the internal 
Government of that Republic^ than tue ourf elves wijb t§ 
meddle."* 

In fine. Citizen Prefident, I have charged the Mi- 
nifter of the French Republic at London, to demand a 
new conference with Lord Grenville, Minifler for Fo^ 
reign Affairs ; and after having demondrated to him the 
injuflice of the views imputed to us, I have authorized 
him to declare, in the name of the French Republic, that 
if the intention of the Englifh minifter is to produce, at 
all events, a rupture with us, as we ihall have given 
every explanation to prove the purity of our intentions, 
and our refpeft for the independence of other powers, it 
will then be evident, that the war will be only the war 
of the Britifh minifter againft us; and we will not fail to 
make a folemn appeal to the Englifh nation (applaufes) ; 
we will prefent to its juft and generous tribunal, the me- 
rits of a caufe, in which a great nation fupports the rights 
of nature, of juftice, of liberty, and of equality, againft a 
minifler, who fhall have provoked this war from per- 
fonal motives. 

In fhgrt, we will leave it to the Englifh nation to judge 
between us, and the iffue of this contefl may lead to con» 
fequenfces which he (the minifler) did not expedl.—- 
(Applauded.) 

I wait^ citizens, the effeA of this declaration^ and will 

imme- 
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immediatdy make it known to the National Conven-^ 

tion«

received with unanimous applaufe^ except from two or three 
of the Clergy 9 it may fairly be conjideredas an Expofition of 
the Creed of that enlightened Jffembly.-^-TranJlated from 
Le Moniteur of Sunday the i6tb of December 1792. 

WHAT ! Thrones are overturned ! Sceptres broken ! 
Kings expire ! And yet the alters of God remain ! (Here 
there is a murmur from feme Members; and the Abbe 
IcHON demands^ that the perfon fpeaking may be called 
to order.) Tyrants, in outrage to nature, continue to 
bum an impious incenfe on thofe altars ! (Some murmurs 
arife, but they are loft in the applaufes from the majority 
of the Aflembly,) The thrones that have been reverfed, 
have left thefe altars naked, unfupported, and tottering, 
A fingle breath of enlightened reafon will now be fuffi- 
cient to make; them difappear. And if humanity is under 
obligations to the French nation for the firft of thefe 
benefits, the fall of kings, can it be doubted but that the 
French people, now fovereign, will be wife enough, in 
ike manner, to overthrow thofe altars and thofe ido!s^ to 
•fhich thofe kiqgs have hitherto, made thsin fubje£l ? — 
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Nature and reafon, thefe ought to be the Gods of men I 
Thefe are my Gods ! (Here the Abbe Audrein cried Qut> 
*« There is no bearing this 5" and ruflied out of the Af* 
fembly— A great laugh !)— Admire nature — cultivate 
reafon.— And you, legiilators, if you defire that the 
French people ihould be happy, make hafte to propagate 
thefe principles, and to teach them in your primary 
fchools, inflead of thofe fanatical principles which have 
hitherto been caught. 

The tyranny of Kings was confined to make their 
people miferable in this life— but thofe other tyrants^ the 
priefts, extend their dominions into another, of which 
they have no other idea than of eternal punifhments ; a 
dodirine which fome men have hitherto had the good 
nature to believe. But the moment of the cataftrophe is 
come — all thefe prejudices muft fall at the fame time. 
We muft deftroy them, or they will dejiroy us. For myfelf ! 
I honeftly avow to the Convention—/ am an Aiheiji I 
(Here there is fome noife and tumult— but a great num- 
ber of Members cried out — *' What is that to us— You 
are an honeft man.") But 1 defy a fingle individual, 
amongft the twenty-four millions of Frenchmen, ta 
make againft me any w^ll-gfounded reproach. I doubt 
tvhether the Chriftians, or the Catholic's, of which the 
laft Speaker, and thofe of his opinion, have been talking 
to us, can make the fame challenge*— (Great applau fes.) 
There is another confideration : Paris has great lofles : 
it has been deprived of the commerce of luxury ; of that 
fa6litious fplendour which was found at Courts, and in* 
vited ftrangers hither. Well! We muft repair thefe 
loiTes. — Let me then reprefent to you the times that arc 
faft approaching, when our philofophers, whofe names 
are celebrated throughout Europe-^PETiON, ^yeyes, 
CoNDORCET, and others — furrounded in our pan- 
theon, as the Greek philofophers were at Athens, with 
a crowd of difciples coming from all parts of £u* 

rope, 
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rope, walking like the Peripatetics, and teaching—^ 
this man, the fyftem of the univerfe, and developing 
the progrefs of all human knowledge; that un» 
perfe£i:loning the Social Syftem, and fhewing in our 
Decree of the 17th of June 1789, the feeds of the infur- 
reAion of the 14th of July,, and loth of Auguft, and 
of all thofe infurre<9ions which are fpreading with.fuch 
rapidity throughout Europe— fo that thefe young ftr^n- 
gers, on their return to their refpeilive countries, may 
fpread the fame lights, and may operate/(?r the bappimfi 
nfmankindy fimilar Revolutions throughout the World.

Tla Speech o/KE'B.sk JUT i$ the French National CanveH'- 
tion^ with the Rifolutions of that Body refpiifing a War 

with England. 

THE National Convention tranfmit to you (the Mem* 
ters of the Executive Council) the report of the Mini fter 
for Foreign Affairs, on the condudl of the Englifh Go- 
vernment, together with the propbfition I have had 
the honour to fubmit to you, for the purpofe of prepar- 
ing for a naval war, if the fafety and dignity of the Re- 
public {hould render fuch a meafure neceffary. 

I fhall divide' my fentiments on this very important 
fabjedl into two parts. In the firft, I fhall endeavour 
to point out the defigns of the Englifti Minifter. In the 
fecond, I fhall confider the probable confequences that 
will cnfue from the war with which we are now 
threatened. 

Should the Court of London declare war againll us, 
we (hall immediately afcerrani what maritime powers 
^oalefce i we may alfo reft aflurcd, that we Ihall have to 

Q^ CQtlt<ttA 
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contend with them, all, and at one period. Of th^ir 
numb^— -of their hoftile inclinations, I entertain no 
doubt : I entertain doubts only oif the extent of their 
power. The governments of England, of Spain, of Hol- 
land, of Rnffia, of Portugal, are all your enemies, for 
they are all * • * — of tbefe, however, let us concentre 
our attention on the moft powerful ; let us dirc6k our 
view to that government that waves the rod of power 
over a people, who, enjoying a degree of liberty, have, oa 
that account t been formidable to ui in a period when we 
were flaves; let us confider well the extent of the re- 
sources of this government ; let us develope its intention ; 
let us attempt to difcover the obje<S^ to which they tend. 
In the conduct of the Englllh government, I perceive the 
a£lion of three diftin6k principles, all foreign, I hope, to 
the inclinations of the people of England. 

1. The hatred which the king of England bfears to* 
wards the French, and the apprehenflons entertained by 
his Majefty with refpe<ft to the fecurity of his crown, ap- 
prehenGons which have alone occafioned his fincero 
regard for Louis XVI. ^ regard that has received an ac« 
cei&on of firength from the fupport of thofe natural an4 
declared enemies of France, the n^embers of the ariftor 
cracy and epifcopacy of England. 

2. The alarm and tmeafinefs of the Prime Minifter, 
Mr. Pitt, who for eight years has reigned lord para- 
mount of England, and whofe fall is alike threatened by 
the tempefts of a revqlutioui and the ilorms of a war* 
This fecond principle is connefled with the firft, by the 
Ariftocracy of Finance, and by thofe numerous agent^ 
whom thofe men find it npceflary to employ ; and this 
knot, in the event of a war, will receive fuch a degree 
of tenfion^ that England will endeavour to reiift in 
vain. 

3* The ambition and the genius of Mr. Fox, and the 
htngues of Opppfitioni who take advantage of every 
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event that tends to diminifl^ the popularity of the Eng« 
liflxMioiAer ; who having artfully encouraged hopes and 
expe^tions of reformat ion> in order to agitate the minds 
of the people^ have converted thofe hopes and thofe ex* 
portions into fears and appreheniions. This confe- 
qucnce* which they did not forefee^ has left them at the 
m'^rpy of the EngliOi Government, and has drawn upon 
their hea4s a chaftifement fufficient to convince free men 
of the dangers of party and of intrigue. If we feek the 
caufe of this tSeGt, perhaps fatal to the world* we fhall 
find it in the charafler of that great Orator* who* by 
the fbrpe of genius* keeps alive the reputation of a party 
the laft weak fupport of the defenders of the Liberty of 
£ogland« The friend of men* the parafite of kings, the 
vigorous oppofer of the Englilb Adminiftration, the fu- 
perditions admirer of the Englifh Conftitution* a popular 
ariftocrate* a democratic loyalift* Mr, Fox has but one 
objcSt in view* that of hurling his rival from his throne^ 
and of retrieving it once fo many parliamentary defeats, 
not lefs injurious to hisintereft than inimical to bis repu* 
tation* 

In this eventful period, his more prudent antagoniQ: 
muft bring the whole extent of his power into at^ion^ 
He muft court popularity* while he cherifties the ariftoc 
cracy of his party. He muft bow to Royalty* evea 
while he waves the wand of defpotifm. In the midft of 
war, {hould a war take place* he muft endeavour to 
preferve his power undiminiftxed* and whatever events 
may happen* he muft be poffefled ofthefameafcendency 
which the Oppolition atuck even in the bofom of 
peace* 

In England it is. a fa£l fo well known* as to be an 
^aMi^ed axiom in politics* that the minifter who de^ 
<dares war never fees the end of k. Mr. Pitt knpws that 
a war will put a period to the exiftence of his power. 
Mr. Pitt confequently would willingly a;^oid a war. But 
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•what is the will of other interefted parties? Tli« 
king defires a * * for obvious reafons. Mr. Fox woull 
draw the minifter into an ambufcade, and force him t6 
defend the unpopular conduft of Goverment. Mr. Pitt, 
with a hope of not being reduced to the necefSty of a 
war, offers to mediate among the Belligerent Powers* 
He knows that all the members of adminiftration are hif 
tools; he poflefles eloquence, the key of the Treafury^ 
and the theory of corruptron. The Satellites that movff 
around him, emigrants from France, and the ariftrocrates 
of England, point out to him two modes of condu£l, 
both of which he means to adopt. The one is to arreft 
us in our rapid career of viftory by land, by threatening 
us with a naval war. The other is, to bring us, by dint 
of his mediation, to terms of accommodation with our 
enemies. 

Thefe ideas have feduced him. — The Bird's eye profpeH 
that has been afforded him of our fituation, has induced 
him to confider fucccfs certain; and indeed, our internal 
"agitations, 'the apparent diforder that has infufed itfelf 
into our Legiflative difcuffions, the amount of our cx- 
pences, the quarrels of parties ; all thefe external cha- 
rafteriftics of one of the moft violent convulfions that 
ever agitated the political body of any nation, in fiime 
degree juftify his expeftations. But he forgets, that a 
fenfe of pubfic danger will re-unite us. He forgets that 
thofe agitations which have made fo much noife, expreft 
the extent of our ftrength ; a ftrength that never can be- 
long to a body enfeebled by diforder and difeafe. He for- 
gets, that though our expences are great, they bear but 
very little proportion to our refources. He forgets that 
Trance has but one voice, and that we poffefs ftill feveral 
millions, of which we cannot make a more honourable 
ufe than by employing them in the eftabliihment of our 
•independence, hpth external and internal. He forgets 
that the number of our enemies, inflead of difcouraging 

us^ 
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%Sf will flimnlate us to a£livity more energetic, and will 
call our refources into adlion more vigorous and effec- 
tual. He forgets that a people who ftretch forth their 
arm with one accord, who unanimoufly venture their 
lives and fortunes in the common caufe, can never, never 
be fubdued* Finally, he forgets that we can never want 
fbldiers or mon^y, and that the number of our enemies 
cannot appal men who are placed in the glorious necef- 
'fity of 1>eing forced to conquer or die. 

If England, without any provocation, in contempt 
of the Law of Nations, declares war againft us, remem- 
ber, O my Countrymen, the conduft of Cortez, who 
fet fire to his fhips in the prefence of his troops juft 
landed on the plains of Mexico. 
' Having now confidered th« fituation of the Englifh 
Government, fuffer me to arreft your attention to the 
difpofitious of the Englilh People, who are not yet 
reduced to that ftate of degradation to pafs for nothing 
in the confideration of an impending rupture with this 
country. — We are accuftomed by the generic name of 
Englifii, to mean three different defcriptions of people, 
whom nature ha^ feparated, whom force has reunited^ 
whom intereft inceffantly difunites, and whom the prin- 
ciples of our Revolution have affefted in -a very dif- 
ferent manner 

The Englifli People, like all conquerers, have for a 
long while oppreffed Scptland and Ireland; but it is 
neceffary to remark, that thefe two latter nations, al- 
ways reftlefs, and fecretly revolting at the injuftice 
of the Englifli, have accjuired at different epochs con- 
ceptions which permit them now to hope that they 
fliall at length obtain their ancient independence.— 
I paufe not here to make obfervations on the differ- 
ences which agitate Ireland and England. Every one 
is acquainted with the Parliament of Ireland, her Lord 
Ueutenai>t, and that fpecies of Liberty which flie pro- 
cured 



cored hj force during the American war« But every 
pne does not know the machinations ufed by the Par* 
liament of England to arrift the operation of the nar 
tural induftry of Ireland^ and to check the extention 
of her comnoerce. The Catholics of that country are 
ilill fubje£t to the Gothic and barbarous laws oftfaofe 
intolerant days in which they were enaded; and in 
this Mf-way ftate of independence, they feem^ with 
eyes directed towards us, to fay, <^ Come, fliew your- 
felvesy and we fhall be free«" 

The Scotch groan under other forrows. Ever fince 
the Union, Scotland has been reprefented in Parliament, 
but in a manner fo difproportionate to her wealthy her 
extent and her population^ that fhe is not in fa<3: any 
inore than a Colony dependant on England; the Scotch, 
however, know their rights, and the amount of theif 
ie(burces» The principles of the French Revolution 
have been firmly defended in that Country, and thofib 
defenders have been honoured with the firft perfecutions 
of the Englifh Government ; but thefe perfecutions have 
made converts, and no where has greater (atisfadiion 
at our fuccefles been evinced, than in the Cities of Scot-* 
land, in the chief of which public illucfiinations hav^ 
been made. 

Ireland and Scotland, attentive to the progrels of 
the French Revolution, know in what manner we have 
fpoken of the English People, It will be difficult to 
perfuade them that it is neceflary, in contempt of all 
the rinciples of Equity, to pay frefh taxes to carry on 
a war agaiuft us, becaufe we have procured for a peo- 
ple the ufeofa river that gives them a free commu- 
nication with the ocean, and opens even to the Eng* 
liih, a more direA mode of communication with the 
Belgic Provinces. But are the Englifh People fpeaking 
openly^ in a temper of mind hoAile to the French; or 
can the Englifh Govemment diitOt that temperament 

at 



it win ? I muft confefs that the inhabitant4 of Londofiy 
And of the principal Cities of England, have conduft* 
ed themfelves in the prefent crifis with profound ad» 
drefs«>-Such it the power of the Englilh Governmentf 
that it is almoft omnipotent-^it bindi a multitude of 
men by the chain of intereft.— -The mercantile and reve* 
ttue Ariflocracy abound in greater proportion in Eng* 
land than they did in France previous to the Revolutioa 
t)f ijSg-^^thefe men are now the auxiliaries of the Court 
and Parliamen; and they make a great noife about our 
iconfufion, our anarchy, our weaknefs^ and the events of 
thofe days which we would willingly blot from the 
hiftoric page ; they alarm the Country Gentlemen^-* 
the Bifliops and the reft of the Clergy aflift them with 
all their might— with their natural weapon^ hypocrify, 
they take advantage of their credit with the people, 
to extingui(h the impreflion made upon their minds by 
our fucceflbrs, and by thofe truths which we have pro- 
claimed to the world. 

You have not forgotten, you never can forget, that 
the Government of England carried on a war againft 
her Colonies, in oppofition to the wiflies of the People, 
and folely for the purpofe of indulging the inclina- 
tions of ****. 

O England ! formerly the Land of Freedom !*— 
P England, the birth-place of Sidney, of Milton^ 
what friend of man can now behold thee without a 
tear ? Who can view with unconcern the Tower of 
London transformed into a manfion not very difllmi** 
lar to that which the Englifli themfelves furveyed with 
ftich horror in Paris ? Who can fee without emotion 
the Liberty of the Prefs invaded, and the freedom of 
opinion baniflied from the land where thofe two pillars 
of the public weal were ere£led by the tutelary genioi 
Mof the Rights of Man? Prkstlet the Philofopher, 
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pcrfecutcd; Paine profcribed ; Cooper and WaIkjie 
attacked even in their houfes, for having dared to think 
that man was free. 

Sach is at this moment the condition of this once 
famous Ifland; the afcendancy of the Ariftocracy, of 
the Nobility, of the Clergy, and of the rich Men, is 
fuch in London, that our debates, read with fuck 
avidity, heard with fuch attention, and holding fuch 
rank in the hiftory of this Country, are induftrioufly 
banifhed from the capital. Who would believe it ?— • 
The Inquifition of Spain never a<5led with more art 
that the Government of England does at this moment, 
to influence the opinion of the people, and to awaken 
in their minds their ancient prejudices againft us, for 
the purpofe of intercepting the light of truth in a 
Country which they would confign to ignorance and^ 
ilavery. 

The watchful condufl, however, of the Government 

« 

of England, its fears and its jealoufies, afford proofs 
of ^the progrefs which the opinions of the French Revo- 
lution have made. 

It is not with his wealth, his Priefts, and his Lords, 
that Mr. Pitt will arm his foldiers and his failors — 
He can only arm them by deluding the people — We 
muft therefore withdraw the veil from their eyes, and 
if a fleet fhould be detached againft us, whyj fhould 
not the French Adpiiral addrefs the Englifh Sailors in 
the following manner : 

• Engliflimen, men who have fought againft the de- 
fpotifm of their King; who have driven from their coun- 
try the Armies of two of the moft powerful Military 
Nations of Europe, are ftill forced to fight to defend 
their liberties. You ought to be well aware of the 
caufe you are come to avenge. Have the French in- 
Tadcd your country ? Have they interrupted your Na- 
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ig^tion, infufted your Nationt refufed to difcharge to*, 
vards your fellow-citizens the duties of hofpttality ? 
ciave you, in the wide-fpread extent of your Empire^ 
>ne charge to make againft the Agents of the Repub- 
lic ? No,— Since, then, nothing pan juftify the war 
into -which you are dragged, and fince, without reafon, 
our blood is to tinge thofe waves which we ought to 
prefs in peace, and on which we ought to embrace as. 
Brothers— -extend to us your hands in amity-^French- 
men have faidj that ^^ men are born equally free— ^-that. 
laws ought to hav^ for their obje£l the enjoyment of 
Liberty and Equality ; thefe they have called the Rights 
of Man^**-— -O People of England! this is the crime of 
which the French have been guilty. It has armed 
againft them Kings, Lords, Priefts ; for thefe, men ba- 
nifh from their fyftem of morality and politics all ideas 
ofEquality. But the French appeal to your confcience^ 
and to your unbiailed reafoo— *WilI you make war with 
them becaufe they have promulgated your rights and 
their own ? Is it true that the effedls of thefe truths^ 
have enraged thofe who every where opprefs and de* 
fpife their fpecies, and who dare to enjoy in the bofoui 
of wealth thofe luxuries which are procured by the 
fweat and labour of their fellow creatures } But will 
you who «ire brought to *fight us, you, whofe ftrength 
and courage are about to he exerted on the fide of 
^varice and ambition, will you af&ft thofe who defpife 
you ?— Anfwer us — what is your condition? what are 
your hopes ? and what will be the effeSt of your endea* 
vovrs, £bould you triumph, or otherwife ? We will 
inform yqu. If we fail. Liberty will be baniihed froia 
£ttrope, perhaps from the world for ever* If we fucceed^ 
you will be free ; for it is for the Rights of .Man th^ 
we contend, and if you are men, our yiiSlory will be 
your own. Speak ^now, do you wifli to contend againft 
us? Anfwer us, are you our enemies or our friends r' . 
Perhaps this Addrefs, iSit were heard by ttiePeo^l^^ 
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England would terminate all our anxieties^ and vonid 
attach to us even that nation that now feeins hoilite' 
to us« The conviAion of thofe truths I have delivered| 
has infufed ttfelf into the minds of many perfons in £hg» 
land. Government will fear the dHfclofure of them.*— > 
The event of a war will accelerate it, . . 

This obfervation recalls me more immediately to the 
fubjed in difcufGon* 

In recurring to the obfervations I have made^ I caft 
only difcover additional motives to confirtn me in my 
former opinion of the uhimate views of Mr. Pitt— he wiflics 
to avert the confequences of our Revolution from Eng* 
land — he faopes^ at leaft^ by his armaments and his nego*' 
ciationsi to turn the current of the public diilatisfiifHon 
from a particular ob^eft, by the cxpeftation of a war, 
which he will not enter into he till has excited the ancient 
prejudices of the people of England^ and eftablifhed a'

Let him 
attend to me— ^Let him know that there is no fimiiitude 
between a country that oppreflcs liberty and France, 
where libqrty appears on the horizon for the firft time^ 
free from ariftocratic attrchments, «< Glittering like tht 
naming Jlar J full sf Itfe^ and fpUndeur^ and joy.*'"-'^-'!^

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htm know that we fear not kings^ and that If we fufier 
our bte monarch to exift, we will not permit him to make 
treaties that are not ratified by the nation. 

Let him know that we can live in peace with kings, but 
that we can only fraternize with the people. Let him 
know that we will make peace only on conditions that 
are honourable to ourfelves, and that fhall confirm the 
mdependence of that people from whofe fhoulders we 
have removed the galling yoke. Let him know that wc 
fear not war, and that the firft gun fired on the feas will 
impofe upon us the duty of emancipating Holland, Spain^ 
and South America — a duty not above our courage and 
our refources, aided as we are in all thofe countries by the 
evident interefts of the people, and by a majority that 
mvites us thither. ^ 

Li {hort, let him know that the anarchlfts of every de^ 
fcription are fallen into contempt ; that their dupes will 
not long remain fo ; and that our agitations . are like 
thofe of the Ocean } — ^the furface indeed is moved» but the 
mafs is tranquil. 

I now proceed to examine the confequences of the war 
With which we are threatened, and to reafon upon the 
fiippofition, that the war with England ihould draw us 
into a general war with all the powers of Europe.*— Let 
not this truth alarm us ; our intereft requires, that in this 
firuggle there (hould be no neutrals ; and if we are obliged 
'to it, I propofe that we fliould make this general procla»- 
^nation, addrefled to all Nations— <« Tliat in a war of 
Kirig^ againft Men, we can only acknowledge friends or 
enemies.'' Policy counfels this refolution, apparently defr 
pesatet but the motives for which I am now to explain : 
England b a power fo preponderant in Commerce and 
Navigation, that other nations are, as it were, the faAors 
only of their bufinefs. France ftands alone on her own 
iqduftry and riches. But Spain, Portugal, and Holland^ 
and the little Republics of Italyi traffic on the ca^tal voA 
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•produce of Englifli induftry ; and the treafu'res of ttc NcW 
* World, and thofe of Alia, are at this moment tributary to 
the active induftry of the merchants and mannfadnreri 
of that nation* Denmark, STTcden^ and Ruffia, hare an 
. apparent fund of commerce in their naval ftores, which 
feem peculiar to themfelves. Btit this fund of commerce 
even is exchanged by the Englifh merchants, nor is 
: there a lucrative branch of trafBc that is not carried 
on to the profit of this truly mercantile people* 

I know that k is a bold and hardy enterprize to declare 
cfingly agasnft a world of enemies. But if great hazards 
are conneAed with fuch an enterprize, it offers alfo great 
refources. Were we to attack the nations themfelveSy 
:the propofition would be ridiculous, and would not merit 
a difcuilion ; but the people would be in this war but a 
•paffive ihflrument, and as they mcrft experience lofles 
without indemmfication, they would be moft eafily con^ 
vinced that it was unjuft, and their voices who fought u% 
Vould at lafl: join in our triumphs.— We have not fu£- 
ciently reflefted on the advantages of nations who fight in 
t body, who make war for themfelves^ for whom it is a 
common caufe. There is a ufe in recoUeding, now Eu- 
rope menaces us with a general war, what weak nations, 
when devoted, when refolved as we are, to live firec or 
die, have done incircumftances niearly fimilar. A review 
•of the courageous reiiftance of the Athenians, whofc tern*- 
•tory in extent and population did not equal the leaft of 
our Departments— of the terrible war they fupported for 
thirty-eight years againft all the neighbouring nations-— 
t^hich was as fiatal to Greece as to the Athenians them« 
'.felves— is the greateft monument that Hiftory has tran£- 
mitted us of the courage, the ferocity, and the genius of 
man— It is alfo a proof of what the genius of Liberty may' 
cffeft. 

. A more recent cxamjJe prefents itfclf, that of the 
Dutch ihaking off the yoke of Phil/p IL <« A little nook 
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0( knd ffays Voltaire) almoft drowned in the fea, vrhick 
fubfifted by catching herrings, is become a formidable 
power; it checked Philip IL defpoiled his fucceflbrs of 
neirly all they poiTeiTed in the Eaft Indies, and in the end 
became their proteftors." So much greatnefs was the 
work of Philip's perfecution : ours (hall be the fruit of the 
perfecutlon of all the kings of Europe ; but it willcoft us 
our treafures 1 Be it fo, if war impoveriihes us, it will 
force us to change our manners, and put us on a par with 
the fpirit of the Revolution. A fea war ^U bring cur 
armies to the defence of our frontiers, and it is in thefe we 
ihall be invincible $ and If Spain, England, ^nd HoUandt 
attack us, Afia and America will call aloud to us* Let ui 
vigoroufly pufh our eutcrprize into thefe rich countries. 
Let us recolIeA, it was a pope who gave America to 
Spain. 

If we confider the vaft £eld that this hardy refolutioa 
opens to the courage and activity of our failors, the vaft 
refources that it prefents to you ; if you reft your thoughts 
upon that multitude of vefleh, richly freighted, which 
will be the frequent prey of your privateers $ if in a fea 
war, you call together that crowd of wandering men, who 
are to be found in all the nation^ of Europe *, if you adopt 
them and aiTociate them in your enterprizes ; if this na- 
tion, whofe maritime commerce muft be fufpended the 
moment a war commences, direAs its refources and en- 
. terprize towards the warlike operations of the navy, in con- 
' cert with the government 5 if you attack at once with your 
whole force (for a naval war muft be eflentially offenfive], 
the richcft poffeflions of Spain, Portugal, Holland, and 
England, you will then fee thofe Powers aftonifhed at 
their defeat, feel their refources drying up, for you will 
have ftruck the fpring of their riches. 
' The credit of England rcfts upon fiAitious wealth, the 
r^al riches of this people are fcatterd every where, and is 
ciTentially perfonal eftate* Boimded in territory^ the pub- 
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Kc fortune of England is found almoft wholly m Its Bznk^ 
.and this edifice is. totally fupportcd by the wonderful ac- 
tivity of their naval commerce. Afia, Portugal, and 
Spain, arc the moft advantageous markets for the pro- 
duftions of Englifh induftry ^ we fbould Ihut thefb 
markets to the Engliik, by opening them tot all the

We muft attack hitbon andt the Brazils, and carry aa 
Auxiliary army to Tippoo Sultan. 

Portugal, with refped^ to defence, is a nullity* A fleet 
which ihould penetrate the Tagus, after having exhaufted 
,thc country by contributions, after having deftroyed the 
jirCenalsj.ihould terminate its fuccefies by firft taking, and 
then liberating BraziL 

An ei(pcdition direAed againft the Englifii Eaft Indies 
would, at the fame time, threaten the edablifhment of 
Holland, the important colony of the Cape of Good Hope, 
Batavia, Ceylon, &c^^ &c. There you would meet only 
with men enervated by luxury, foft beings that would 
. tremble before the foldier of Liberty. 

The Spaniard bears in the receifes of his foul the mark 

of a high mind, which renders him worjthy to be free \ in 

Europe he would weakly defend the caufe of the Bourbons^ 

in America he calls to you, and you (.ught to march to 

Mexico, while you menace the Englifli \ for this mafs of 

enemies will prefent you with a valuable advantage | 

that each will be . forced to put itfelf on the guards 

and you will no where have more than one at once to 
engage. 

The Republics of Italy offer you maritime prizes, of 
wliich thelofs will fall on the Engliih commerce, from the 
fuperior intereft of the London merchants in their cargoes. 
The forces of thefe little ftates are nothing in themfelves, 
^d may, by falling into your hands, ferve to ailift and 
jlrengthen yours.

and the Ruffians who can aft to together. 

Spam mud be bufied in the defence of her numerous 
poileffions. 

If. you pulh war in Zealand with vigour, you will nip 
the naval force of the Stadtholder in the bud, and the pa- 
triotic party, which has fo long called you to its affiftance, 
will, with your aid, fooD prevent it from (pringing into 
firength. 

If you dircft a naval war as you ought, you will in- 
demnify 3rourfclf for the expences of a land war ; and 
perhaps, after the examples of the Athenians and the 
Dutch, France, all-powerful as (he is in her armies, will be 
indebted for the coniblidation of her liberties to her naval 
force* 

All your foreign poffeffions arc at this moment a fur- 
charge to you, which coil you treafures, and return you 
none. If the Englifh feize them, your captures will be' 
lucrative on the other hand, and the emancipation of 
Mexico will balance the lofs of a few little iflands. 

But your colonics will defend themfelves with bravery, 

and it is very pofiible your enemies will fail in their en- 

tcrprize, for the warlike fpirit has already difplayed itfelf j 

the civil war, and the forces which circumflances havef 

obliged us to fupport there, andthofe which you have re- 

cemly (ent, will put them in a refpe^able ftate of defence. 

I have this opinion, that the panics there will ignite to 

remain Frenchmen, «kI that they fcize this opportunity 

to prove their attachment to the Mother Counnrjr. If 

iSiej prove ungrateful children,, they neither merit 

your efforts »or your regret. If in the end the Englifh 

become mafleri of your colonies, it will be forced t<> 

keep them,, and this furcharge will weaken th^m> 

while your forces, dlfengaged, will fecure ample poffeC- 

fions to you elfeirtiere. 

I fuppofe that your enemies wW attehipt an iilvafion ci 
your coaft i do you doubt of their bt^ti^ t^^«?^s^\s^ ^^n^ 
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brtve ceaft guards? England, threatened *witli an iiw 
Tafion, and having only her {hips to defend herj vrill be 
obliged to keep at home a great part of her fleet and 
army for her .internal defence. 

But the Ruffians— *Will the Turks grve no vneaiineAF 
to the Ruffians ? and the Swedes^ the only people who 
feem to hold out the hand to us ; will they make no 
effort to ftop the barbarians who threaten their liberty f 
In any cale> the Ruffians and Dutch confederated^ will 
be checked in the Engliffi ports by our fiihing veflels^ 
always- in readinefs to tranfport there one hundred 
thoufand French ^ for by this expedition we muft termi- 
nate the quarrel^ and form with the £ngliih a treaty^ 
which fhall regulate the deftiny of nations^ and found, 
the Liberty of the world. 

It refults from the particular and general coniiderations- 
to which we have called your attention^ that conftant and 
firm in your principles, you ihould avoid the provoca* 
tion of a war, but that equally diilant from every fear». 
you ought to be ready to repel all unjuft aggreffions % 
that the war with which you are menaced, fhould be fatal > 
to thofe who (hall prpvoke it, and that you fhould pre-* 
pare to fuftain yourfelves with vigour againft England and: 
her allies. 

I therefore propofe to you to pafs the following, 
Decree ; 

I. To declare that the French are ready for war—- ready 
to form an alliance— with the Englifh people* 

n. To order the equipment of thirty flups of the line^ 
ina twenty-four frigates. To put the coafls into a flate 
of defence, and to fend into all the maritime departmentSji 
commiffioners charged to fuperintend every thing that 
may affiire fuccefs in a war. 

in. To examine the fituation of itlie agents of the 
IVench Republic with foreign powers, and to render their 
fituBtiou Ids prccariousj without delay. 
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IV. To form a committee of general defence, taking 
Arce members from each of the following committees— 
the miarine, war, diplomatic, commercial and financial.

<< i will, however, give you, citizens, a proof of my re- 
fpeft ev^n for the fhadow of your liberty, in referring 
your letter to the deputies of the reprefentatives of France i 
but I afTure you that nothing fhall ftop me, as foon as I 
flxall have received their farther refolutions. 

«^ As to the tempeft with which you feem to threaten 
us, it is your own bufinefs, efpecially if your liberty i^ fo 
dear to you, to prevent it \ and! am forry to be conftrained 
by yourfelves to intimate to you, that its not he that fails 
before the wind, and whofe power and Ikill do guide the 
helm, that fears tempefts and fhipwrecks. If prejudices 
could bring it about to deftroy that harmony which we 
have cultivated with folicitude, that fraternity which 
would prove fo fweet to us, I would then jfhow you an 
hundred and twenty thoufand men in Be/gioj nay all France, 
and you would fee that we are neither without ftrength 
nor without courage, to fell to the ground thofe mon iters 
who flxQuld have diffufed the poifon of difcord. But, 
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God forbid^ citizens, ignorance, perfonal intereft^ and 
prejudices, fhpuld ever bring matters to that point : peace 
and concbrd,' will, I hope, be always our common motto^ 
and I will fupport it with all my eflForts.

The king and his Parliament mean to make war againft 
us. Will the Englifh republicans fuiFer it ? Already thefe 
free men {hew »their difcontent, and the repugnance 
which they have to bear arms againft their brothers, the 
French, \y^ell ! we will fly to their fuccour. We will 
make a defcent in the ifland : we will lodge there fifty 
thoufand caps of liberty : we will plant there the facred 
tree, and we will ftretch out our arms to our republican 
brethren.

. Brissot* Citizens, you have referred' to your Com- 
^tnittee of Oeoeral Safety the new paper relative to the 
jtonduS of ^ngtand towards the French Republic. 

Citizens, the «biftt of Eriglahd is defirous of war; of 
this fa£i: you can no longer -Mtdi^tain any doubt. The 
^fiatem\E^nt>ofthe condui^ of thdt'^burt, p'refetited to you 
by your Committee on the 12th of the laft month, and 
which it would anfwer no purpofe to repeat here, muft 
have prepared you for fuch an event. At that time a 
hope might, ft ill. have been entertained, that reafon would 
reftore the Englifti miniftry to the principles of Juftice. 
That, convinced. of the futility of their remonfiranceSf 
f>f tlie injuftice of their proceedings and perfecutions to* 
wards the French, and dreadiag the refentment bf a Na- 
tion 
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tion. they have deceived, and which might every tnftant 

hav^ opened its eyes to the lights it might have beefl 

hoped, I fajf that thefe minifters would have ceafed to 

employ chicanery in their meafureSf and have concurred 

earneftly with the Provilional Executive Council of 

France, to maintain peace between the two nations. This 

hope, cherifhed by men who cannot view without horror 

a war between two fm nations^ this hope is at an eild ; 

and the hoftile views of the Cabinet of London are at 

length unveiled* A perfidious maik of neutrality co* 

vered them ; that maik has been removed by your repub* 

lican firmnefs* GEoacE fecretly and for a long tima 

meditated war againft your liberty^ the enjoyment of 

which n» tyrant will ever pardon you, % He has corrupted 

the opinion of the nation, has terrified commercey diifatii 

to tht Parliaminty menaced his minifiers, and, certain of 

this coalition, he believes that at the prefent moment he 

can with impunity mufter his forces againft your liberty* 

He declares war by ordering your ambafiador to quit 

England within eight days ; he declares it againft you, 

by publickly teftifying^ni^f^ivu 0/ grief on the fate of tbo 

€9Hjpirat9r fOM bavejuftfy condemmd to death ; he declares it 

againft you, by demanding of Parliament, on learning the 

news of that death, a confiderable augmentation of land 

and fea forces» 

Rather may England perifh, than witnefs the confoli- 
dation ot the French Republic ! Do not doubt, French- 
men, but fuch is the barbarous wifli of the King of Great 
Britain : fuch the energetic interpretation of the violence 
lie has done to your ambaflador, and of the armaments he 
orders. 

- If he has not hnmediately and fatally declared war 
againft you, it is becaufe his minifters have not with a 
fufficient a£livity feconded the orders of his vengeance : 
*tis becaufe his forces are not yet prepared to deftroy your 
commerce to take pofleffioA of your colonies^ and ravage 

your 
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^eor plams. 'Tis becdiriehe.is defiroiis^ljr a Machiare* 
lian refinement, to avoid the appearance of aggreflion^ la 
be anabled to urge an accttfatlon againft yoo to the £i^ 
Irik nation* In a word^ he wiflies to popularisey to na» 
tionaliae this war. Cettamly, if the people of England 
bad not. allowed themfel^res to be carried away by the 
hnpnUe of their mmtflets'^ if they had exaittined with a 
flight 4kgree of attention .. the calumnies fo Hberatly dr» 
tulattdagainft us,-^they/ would hate feen> in the crimes 
imputed to us, merely the crimes of a iew indiyidaalfc 
Thi7 ^oold have feea in France hut one fpirit, one wifh ; 
bi our Revolution, (Imply the legitimate conqueft of our 
rights ; in our Republican government, noother than the 
government beft calculated to maintain liberty and equal* 
ity ^^^4^ laAly» in fbd pmi/hment •f Louis, they would 
merely haye ititu a gttdtiait fif jtkfiki. Convinced of thefe 
truths the people of England would have faid to their 
King» the French wjfU to be republicans ; they bave'abo* 
lifiied royalty, and puniihed tlieir King— «-7>tl>ey had a 
right to do fof To declare' war againft thei^ as a puniih* 
ment would be an aA of injuAice, and a violation of the 
right of nations, of the faicred right of their independance* 
The French do not combat us becaufe we have a King; 
With what right) therefore, can we combat them becaufe 
they are without one ? We may continue JLO be brotherSy 
notwithftai^ding we. di^ejc'as to the mode pf govern- 
ment. ; ■ •-. , , ,_,> 

Such, citizens, is the opinion which without doubt ob* 
tained a hold in the minds of the greater part of the people 
of Englandy on obferving the ads of hoftility of King 
George; an opinion which, unlefsfor the terror of bayonets^ 
would already have diiplayed itfelf in a country in which 
reafon is cultivated among all clafles of the inhabitants. 
Wherever reafon is cultivated, the French Republic can- 
not long fufier a popular anathema; and this is the reafoH 
why the prefent w^ aga'u^ft France^ which has been 

rendered 



tt^idieiti pO|iul»r in England by fo many intrigues, and 
fi^ much expence, why it will in a little time be viewed 
at an objed of horror and execration, 
blood which is about to be fpilt, will, in the event, 
tqueftionably fall on the h^s of thofe perfidious mi* 
oiftart wbo do not fcruple to facrifice whole nations 14 
dw narrow calcvlations of their ambition ; of thofe «ii-* 
BiAon who fpeiculate on the end er ekfreciatian 9fwr A^^ 
mmtSf as on the termination of our liberty. They art 
ignorant that an immenle mortgage ferves as their bait % 
they Ibrget that the Americans were free long after the 
<deftru6lion of the money they created. 

Thefe minlfters will not end their days in tranquillity, 
•s was the cafe with North and his accomplices, wbofii 
atrocious crime of framing the American war, #ai 
thought to be fufficiently punifhed by a minifteriai'dif- 
grace* The Engliih nation, once enlightened by out 
example, will alfo execute juftice on its confpirators ia 
place. The comedy of the eternal trial of Haftings will 
no longer be renewed ; and the fcaffblds will once again 
ferve for th^ StrafFbrds and Lauds of the prefent goTem* 
ment, equally as for fimple robbers. 

Citieens, there is an idea which ought to ele6trify your 
fouls: it is not for yourfelves alone that you are on {ht 
point of combating ; 'tis for all the nations of £urof>e» 
Already even does a part of y&ur enenties gather the fruits 
§fyeur intrepidity if or kings now dread to vex, to impofe 
on their fubjetS^s. In Ireland three millions of men are 
about to be freed, becaufe' your principles have alrtiady 
reached their fhores. 

• *Tis all Europci or rather 'tis all the tyrants of Ett» 
tope, you have now to combat both by fea and land. 

The merchant muft forget his commerce, to become 
fimply a pri vateer*mafter. The holder of a capital muft 
at length dedicate his funds to the fupport of our aflSg^ 
liats, whic^ are to fuppl^ the -waul- of fpccie. The pro^ 
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prietor and the cultivator rouft renounce ^raj ^ecvfa*- 
tion^ and carry abundance into our markets* Evay- 
citizen mud be ready to march like a Roman foldier^ tbat 
is to fay, not only with his arms, but with proYifiom ibr 
a given time. You will thus defeat the calculations of 
your enemies on the empty ftate of your snagastncsJ 
The whole of the French Nation muft form but one great 
army : all France muft be an encampment. We mnft b» 
prepared for reveries of fortune ; we muft accnflom onr*' 
(elves to privations. The moment approaches when it 
will be a crime in any citizen to have two coats^ if onm 
only of our brother foldiers moiild be naked« - ' , 

A declaration of France being at war with the £ng« 
lifb government, is to declare that £he is (b with the.. 
Stadtbolder, Who is rather the fubje£t than the ally of 
the Cabinet of St. James ; who, giving a loofe to ev^ 
criminal paffion, has, in the courfe of the revolutiooy 
favoured the emigrants and the Prufiians, vexed the 
French, and treated the French government with info* 
lence. In proof of thefe fiiAs I adduce the efcape of the 
forgers of aflignats apprehended in Holland ; and this; . 
Stadtholder, who, to fupport the war of the Cabinet of 
London^ now unites his fhips of war to thofe of Eng- 
land, favours the enemy bj impeding the importation of 
com. 

From all thefe confiderations your diplomatic com* 
xnittee propofes to you the following decree : 

The National Convention decrees as follows^ 

tft. The National Convention declares, in the name 
of the French Nation, that in confequence of the multi- 
plied a£t$ of boililities and aggreflions above mentioned^ 
the French Republic is at war with the king of England, 
and tbi Stadtholder of the United Provinces. 

adly. The National Convention charges the provi- 
fional executive council to call out the forces which may 
appear oecei&ry) to repel aggreffions, and maintain the 
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ifidiependance, dignity^ and interefts of the French Re*- 
public. 

• Jdly. The National Conrention authorizes the Provi- 
fiottat Executive Council, to make fuch a dtfpofition of' 
the naval force's of the Republic, as the iatereft of the 
fiate may appear to require. All the particular difpod* 
tibns in this refpe^l, ordered by the preceding decrees^ 
are revoked. 

Ducos. The National Convention of France docs not 
declare war againft the King of England. I fwear in the 
prefence of Europe and pofterityt that, great in your 
forbearance as well as your courage^ you have for a long 
tinic facrificed the juft refentment infpired by the dif« 
dain^ malevolence, and outrages of the Englifh govern- 
ment, to the obftinate efteem you have preferved for a 
nation which was free— to the defire of uniting yourfelf 
.to that nation by fraternal ties. Pitt> and George the 
Third, have replied to your wilhes for an alliance by 
infults ; to your moderation by fcorn, and infolence* 
The minifters of a King (thofe great ftatefmen !) thought 
you without virtue, becaufe you were without preju- 
dices. They fancied you without a government, be- 
caufe you were without a King ; have contemned you 
becaufe they were not worthy to know you ; and, their 
audacity augmenting with the opinion they entertained of 
our weaknefs, they have endeavoured to afTume the ftile 
of matters, in fpeaking to men over whom deftiny itfelf 
has not been able to domineer. Citizen Reprefentatives, 
you will perhaps reply too late to the diplomatic inju* 
ries, to the provocations of a defpot, by the only lan- 
guage which accords with the Republic, by the mouth 
of your guns : you will negociate by battles. The mi- 
niftfer of France is outrageoufly driven from England. 
•Tis Pitt, who declares war againft you j Pitt, who by 
a coalition with the tyrants of Pruilia and Auftriai has 
fold tho Engliih nation to the vileft pailtons xX its maftet^ 
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and tohis jealoys hatred to French Liberty. Well ! INf 
ihall know how to defend that Liberty ; and the C^biHeC 
of St» James's, ihall not even ba^e the fieiril ady^iit^ 
over France^ of having obtaiaed from her the firA ftSt

. I^ it, however^ enough for you to confide in* tlie yaf' 
tice of your caufe } Ought you to allow the fvfpt- 
cion to fall on you, of having provoked when yoa have 
merely aimed at defence? Cirioieits^ it is npt to the 
French Nation that you have need to apologize; by 
flying ^n one colle^iye body to our frontiers and our 
flqetSf in* this way will Frenchnien jtftify their rcpre» 
fimtatives* Another juftificatiori is required of ydu^ by 
the voices of alt the: free and enlightened men of Europe^ 
ifhof^i^ heai-t3 iecretly follow the progrefs. of our revoIiK 
t)ons and the* comrfe of our vi<5lories, and who conJQfo 
you to triumph by jtiftice atld courige,' and to mferit 
t^eir future . knUation^ It is; required by the people of 
^Dgland th^i^f^jivesj. who will foon bluflt for hating 
mourned for .a.tyran:t, and wafted their blood andtrea* 
fures in reyenging an odious and degraded (hade. Tho 
Englifli Natioa cannot be long in perceiving with indig^^ 
nation, that the freedom of fpeech, ^s well as that of thfe 
prefsy has bee(> Jcandaloully outraged ; that fpieSp whole 
profeilioa is; fought after by men of rank them&lves^ 
who are indeed alone worthy the exercife of it, havo 
been introduced into families ; that the royal prerogative 
is converted into an abfolute power; and, finally, that 
the laft barrier whi^h yet impeded the enterprifes of tho^ 
government, that the pppofition has been almoft entirely 
overthrown by a miniftry who, on this occafion, have 
found it eafier to divide than to combat. 

This is the moment when the people of England, de^ 
cei'ved by the lying proclamations and the hypocritical 
terrors of their government, will, on awakening, find 
themfelves io the arms of defpocifm, will too late ro» 
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^tit lh(B^t having voluntarily embraced their chains, I 
flatter myfelf that your vidlories and their lofl^s will al(o 
Tcontribute to open their eyes to their real dangers, and 
to excite their rcmorfe. They will call tq their recol- 
le6iton the American war, provoked by their cries, and 
terminated by their difgrace. 

Gtizens, there is an expedient at once noble and 
ilmple, by which you may make a glorious difplay of 
the principles of juAice and genorofity, of the emotions 
of ^ffeStioix even, which have influenced your condu(^ 
towards £nglan4> fince the commencement of the ne- 
£ociation fo (candaloufly broken through. Give orders 
to the executive power to publi/h without delay the 
whol^ of its correfpolidencey and that of the minifter of 
France in London, with the Englifh government. This 
is the only manifefto worthy of a nation as flrong in the 
purity of its intentions and the g;o'odnefs of* its caufe^ 
as in the efficacy of its arms. 

This correfpondence will be to your conAItuehts a 
teftimony of your love of peace, and of the facrifices you 
^ould make to fpare the blood of the people, by exempt- 
ing them from new efforts of heroifm. 

If, led on by our fuccefles, the genius of Liberty 
Ihpuld again call us to break the chains of fopie oppreiled 
nation, they will fee whether we have yielded to the 
neceffity of repelling an unjuft aggreffion, or, according. 
to the accufation of our enemies, to the ambition of con - 
4^ueft, They will (ec with how niuch infmcerity the 
Cabinet of St» James's was ofi«nded at the addrefles pre« 
iented at our bar by Engli/h citizens, as if the Confti- 
tuent Aflembly had not received flmilar ones in 179O3 
without any alarm being created on the part of the firi- 
tifk miniftry ; as if thefe Englifhmen had difplayed a fe<> 
ditious intention Jbyjurging thofe reforms Ml*. Pitt him- 
felf formerly deman4ed ; and as if this difappr^bation of 
she defire of fraternity exprefled b^ x\\e\t cwxtvtt^^«cv^ 
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was not on the part of the Englifli minifters, who at 
the (ame time gave a favourable reception toCalonne and 
BouiHe, aa evident proof of the hofiility of their inten- 
tions* 

In this correfpondence they will fee, with what 
haughtinefs facrifices which two unfuccefsful campaigns 
on our Cde would fcarcely have rendered propofable, 
were exaded fimply to maintain the honour of approach- 
ing Mr. Pitt; with what meannefs the Englifli Cabinet 
difputed with our agents a title and powers* when it 
treated with them alone^ and by virtue of thefe very 
powers ; with what contempt for the facred principle of 
the fovereignty of nations, it contefted the right of thefe 
nations to declare their independance, and to incorporate 
themfelves with other nations; with what perfidious 
ignorance it exaggerated the importance of Savoy, in 
what it calls the balance of Europe ; with how treache- 
rous and interefted a zeal it embraced the fide of Hol- 
land, in the difcuflion relative to the opening of the 
Scheldt ; and with what a dread of being convinced, it 
refufed to liilen to the natural and fimple interpretapons^ 
given to the decree which promifes fuccour and frater* 
nity to all the nations that fliall burft afunder their 
bonds! 

They will there fee with what a fbrgetfulnefs of the 
right of nations, and of the letters of treaties, the Eng- 
lifli miniftry obliged the parliament to pafs the bills 
which refpe£k aflignats and foreigners ; with bow much 
barbarity ourfacrtd property, our articles of fubfiftence, 
were detained in the ports of Great Britain, by a go- 
vernment which appeared to confider Republicans aa. 
beafts of prey whom famine alone could fubdue. They 
will tBCp laftly^ with what an afFeded pity the news of 
the death of a tyrant who was his enemy, was received 
by George the Third; and with how much ironical 
abfurdity the minifters 0f France, who treated by virtue 
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t)!* powers received from a king who was ho more^ iofk 
thefe powers the very moment the head of that perjured 
King was imisolated at the flirine of national juftice. 
In perudng this correspondence one obfervation will bs 
particularly finking, namely, that all the claims of the 
Britifli mtniftry were to form the ohjetfts of a negociationf 
whtlft at the fame time the engaging in a regular cor- 
refpoadence was conftantly denied to us« 

Can it be neceffary to adduce any further proofs of 
the malevolent duplicity of the Britifh Cabinet ? 

Legiilators, the publicity of the fteps of a free and 
juft government, will never fail to be at once its apology 
and its praife : it is its jfird advantage over its enemtes* 
X«eara how to profit by ail your advantages* Let tlie 
voice of juAice, blended with the fongs of vi£kory, he 
heard throughont Europe ; but reafon, when (he hat 
fpoken, muft neceflarily be fuftaiaed by force* Revenge 
your rights, too long infulted or miiconceived, and 
puaifli thedefpots who {hall dare to attack your Liherty, 
by the d^^liverence of their fuhjefts. Let our frontiero 
be covered by foldiers ; our ports be filled with feamen ! 
Let all the country colle£l:ively advance to defend the 
country ! The day of battles approaches } the fpring 
returns ; and tlie tree of liberty is about to clothe na- 
ture with a new verdure* 

Brissot now read a fecond time his plan of the de- 
cree; and a divifion was called for on all (ides* 

The decree, to the following tenor, paflbd unani- 
moufly* 

Decree which declares that the French Refublic is at War 
with the King of fygUnntand the Siadtholder of 

the United Provinces. 
THE National Convention, after having heard its 
committee t)f general defence, on the condudl of thfp^ 
M^giijb government towards France; 
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. ^^Coniidering that the^King of England has not cetMf 
ind that principally fince the reyolution of the loth of 
Auguftj to give to the French Nation proofs of his 
ttkimtjf and of his attachment •(> the coalition of the 
croMfned heads; that at; the above epoch he ordered his 
HOibaflador at Paris to v^ithdraw himfelf from thence^ 
beqaafe be viras unvrilling to acknowledge the proviiional 
executive council eilabliihed by the legiilative af- 
fen^bly ; 

«< That the Cabinet of St. Jamu^ has from that 
period difcontinued its^correfpondence with the ambaf« 
fador of France in London, under pretext of the fuf- 
penilon of the ci-devant King of the French ; 
- ** That fince the opening of the National Convention, 
that court has been unwilling to refume the cuftomary 
Correfpondence between the two States, and to acknow* 
ledge the powers of this Convention ; 

f ^ That it has refufed to acknowledge the ambafTador 
^f the French Republic, although furnifhed with ere- 
deutial letters given in the name of the Convention ; 

** That it has fought to impede the different purcha- 
fers of corn and other commodities made in England^ 
either by French citizens^ or by the agents of the French 
Republic; that it has ftopped feveral veffels laden with 
corn for France, whilft, contrary to the tenor of th# 
treaty in 1786, the exportation continued to other 
foreign countries ; 

«« Thati ftill more efficacioufly to thwart the com- 
mercial operations of the Republic in England^ it has 
prohibited, by an adl of parliament, the circulation of 
affignats ; 

«* That, in violation of the 4th article of the treaty 
tli 1786, it has framed by the fame parliament, In the 
courfe of the month of January, an aft which fubjefts 
all French citi'^ns entering into or refiding in England;. 
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to forms at once the moft inqnifitorial, die moft tex« 
atiouSy and the moft dangeroas to their (afetj ; 

<< That at the lame time, and contrary to the tenor 
of the treaty of peace of 1783, it has granted an open 
protection and pecuniary fuccoar to the emigrants, and 
even to the chief of the rebels who have already fonght 
againft France, maintaining with them a daily corref- 
pondence, evidently direded againil the French Revo* 
lution ;

'< That in the fame fpirit, without any provocation on 
the part of France having given rife to fuch a meafure^ 
and when all the maritime powers are at peace with £ng« 
land, the Cabinet of 5/. yanu^shtts ordered a coniiderable 
naval armament, and an augmentation of the land 
forces ; 

«* That this armament has been ordered at the mo* 
ment when the Englifh minifters were profecuting 
with inveterate fpite, thofe who fupported in England 
the principles of the French Revolution, and ufed all 
poffible means, either in parliament, or abroad, to cover 
with ignominy the French Republic, and to bring upon 
her the execration of the Englifh nation and of all 
ilurope ; 

<< That the obje£l of this armament deftined againft 
France^ has not been difguifed even in the parliament of 
England I 

*< That although the provifory executive council of 
France have employed all meafures to preferve peace 
and fraternity with the Englifh nation, and anfwered the 
calumnies and violations of the treaties, only by remon* 
flrances founded on the princijiles of juftice, and ex- 
preffed with the dignity of free men, the Engli/h mi- 
nifters have perfevercd in their fyllem of malevolence 
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and hoftilityy contiilued the armaments^ and fent a fqtia« 
iron towards the Scheldt, to difconcert the operations of 
France in Belgia ; 

^* That on the tidings of the execDtion of Louis^ they 
carried their outrageous conduft fo far as to give orders 
to the French ambaflador to quit the territory of Great 
Britain within eight days ; 

• <• That tlie King of England manifefted hjs attach- 
ment to the caufe of that traitor, and his intention of 
fwppbrting it, by divers refolutions taken at the moment 
of bis death, either in appointing generals of his lan<J 
forces, or in demanding of the parliament of England a 
confiderable addition of Tea and land forces, and to order 
the fitting out of gun- boats ; 

** That the fecret coalition with the enemies of Franccj 
and particularly with the Emperor and RuJJia^ lias juft 
been confirmed by a treaty entered into with the firft, in 
the month of January. 

*• That it has drawn into the fame coalition th« 
Stadtholder of H$lland\ that this prince, whofe fervile 
devotion to the courts of St^ Jameses and Birlin is but 
too notorious, has, in the courfe of the French Revo- 
lution, jand notwithftanding the neutrality he had de- 
clared, treated with contempt the agents oi France, given 
a friendly reception to the emigrants, 'harnfled the 
French patriots, counteracfled their operations, fet at liber- 
ty, ill fpite of received ufages, and the demand of the 
French minifter, the forgers of falfe aflignats; that at 
the fame time, in concurrence with the hoftile defigns 
of the court of London, he has ordered an armament 
by fea, named an admiral, and commanded fome Dutch 
ihips to join an Englifli fleet ; has opened a loan to 
fupply the expence of the war ; and has flopped the 
exportations to France, while he favoured the furnifli- 
ing of Pruflian and Auflrian magazines. 

" Confidering, laftly, that tbefe circumftances leave
